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REPORT. 


XTiirU  one  year  ago  great  difficulty  was  experient^ed  in  obtaining 
reports  from  some  of  the  corporations  within  the  time  prescribed  by 
law.  The  act  of  1880  requires  tliat  steam  railway,  street  railway, 
telegraph,  telephone  and  canal  companies  shall  tile  their  annual  re- 
|iurtH  in  this  Bureau  on  or  iH'fore  the  ^Ist  tiny  of  August,  for  the 
Jiseal  year  endinj;  Jnnc  It  often  (n  <Mnr<Ml  prior  to  IMK")  tluit  n*- 
ports  w*ere  delayed  so  long  that  they  eoiild  not  be  included  in  the  an- 
nual rei)ort  of  this  IJureau,  and  m  many  rasi's  where  reports  \ver<*  r  ■ 
f««ived.  they  were  delny<>d  so  lon^  that  tlicrc  was  iint  liiin'  in  romp'le 
1  hem  for  |»ulili(  aiinii.  Thv  polit  y  adn|iic<l  last  year  to  «'er(ify  delin- 
quent companies,  whose  icpoHs  wer  not  on  tile  hy  the  ;ilst  of  Anuu^i. 
to  tin*  Attorney  (itMieral  fctr  the  collecticm  of  the  penalty  |n*ov!detl  liy 
law,  has  greatly  facilitated  the  work  of  the  Ituicau.  Whil  ■  all  o(  the 
reports  this  year  were  ntit  filed  hy  the  JUst  of  August,  assurani-e  wa» 
given  by  the  delinquent  companies  that  they  would  be  forwarded 
a  xhort  time  after  that  date.  In  the  most  of  such  rases  additional 
time  was  asked  for,  as  the  work  of  preparing  the  reports  took  so 
much  time  that  the  larger  corporations  could  not  possibly  arrange  tlie 
dntn  within  the  time  speciAcd.  It  is  ii  satisfaction  to  state  that 
but  little  dtffirulty  lias  he4'n  encounter(>d  tliis  y«>ar.  ev|)e(*ially  with 
the  8team  roads,  and  that  cveri*  such  c«>rporation  has  made  a  report 
which  is  included  in  this  publiaition.  Only  four  comitaMies  in  tli<' 
entire  lisi  have  b€*en  certified  to  tlie  Attorney  (Seneral  fo.-  tlie  eol- 
lection  of  the  penalty,  and  these  are  street  railway  companies  whoso 
lines  liave  not  yet  been  complete<l.  The  otlicers  liavin;;  <'nliie!y 
nejjleeted  iIm"  dutv  imposed  upon  them  hy  law.  rfieie  was  no  oili -r 
«ontsi'  to  lake  than  Ut  make  llie  certilicati(Ui  refeired  to.  The  kmiwl 
edp*  thai  such  cert  i ft r.i lion  will  Im»  niade  in  eiises  of  negh'ct  to  dis 
«  liar«;e  the  duty  imp  «sed  by  law.  will  iiiKloiilti etlly  have  the  desired 
elTi'ci  of  relieving  the  liureaii  of  a  great  deal  of  work  made  neressa .y 
by  not  having  the  reports  tiled  within  the  time  Hi>odfled  in  the  act  of 
188!>.

In  1895  the  leportB  of  the  Interstate  Oommeroe  Commission 
showed  that  in  the  United  8tates  the  steam  railway's  had  stock  out- 
standing to  the  amount  of  f  4,061^58,066,  indicating  that  the  rail- 
way eoriM>ratious  reporting  to  this  Bureau,  having  a  stock  capitali- 
luition  of  f985,50:{,180,  represent  about  one-fifth  of  the  entire  stock 
L-a pi  tallica tion  in  the  United  States.

dends. About  20  per  cent,  in  number  pay  dividends,  and  71  per 
ci>nt.  cIomk]  out  the  operations  for  the  year  without  any  return  to 
their  fxtockholders.  The  capital  stock  of  the  corporations  paying 
dividends  is  reported  at  1477,477,992,  indicating  that  the  aveiage 
dividend  f-s  about  five  per  cent.  Computed  on  the  entire  capital 
Kiock  investment  reported,  the  average  dividend  is  found  to  be  2.5 
lH*r  cent. 

Comparing  these  statisticH  with  the  data  compiled  from  the  reports 
of  the  previous  yenr  ^^  h<-n  the  entire  stociv  capital  was  found  to  be

177  paid  no  ilivitlmds^aj  pn-  cent,  in  namber  paying  dividends,  and 
''8  j»er  cent.  n<it  |ta\  ing.  Tlie  av«'iag<'  fwrcentage  of  dividends  paid 
by  the  82  coni|Ktnics  t  iabr«u'ing  a  situ  k  t  apitalixatioit  of  f 448,0110,4  1 7. 
svu'i  alMiut  5.5  per  cent.  The  av»'rage  per  cent,  of  divideiid  then  paid 
on  the  entire  amount  of  stock  capitalization  wus  practically  the  same 
as  for  the  year  covered  by  this  report. 

As  before  seen,  the  capital  stock  of  the  companies  reporting  to 
this  Bureau  for  the  year  covered  by  this  report,  paying  dividends, 
is  1477,477,992,  and  the  total  capital  stock  is  9!>S5.50ft.189.  indicating 
that  of  the  entire  capital  stock  about  49  per  cent,  is  dividend-paying 
stock.  For  the  ]»rec<»dlng  year,  wln-n*  the  capital  wto*  k  was  $046,- 
?12.0"().  about  47  per  cent,  paid  dividends.  Tin-sc  figur<>R  are  in 
marked  contrast  to  the  returns  made  to  the  Interstate  Commerce 
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OommisHion  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1895.  From  the  report  of 
the  Commissiou  it  in  found  that  of  the  |4,961,268,656  capital  stock, 
$:],47r).r>40,20:^  paid  no  dividends,  leaving  only  about  29  per  cent  of 
the  entire  stock  capitalization  of  the  United  States  which  returned 
dividends  to  its  holders.

Tlu*  funded  ind'ebtedness  of  tbo  stc.nn  railway  coinpnniea  at  the 
close  of  the  fiscal  year  is  re|Mnicd  nt  >«>!i7.01*f>.*K^S\  whii  h,  exclusive 
of  current  liabilities,  makes  the  entire  capitalization      882, 500,127. 
If  to  tills  total  capitalization   made  from  sioik  uiil.stauding  and 
funded  iiideittedneHs  there  lie  added  euiieni  liahilities  or  the  exist- 
ing unfunded  iudebiednes«,  the  total  would  he  |*J,()0T,1{)1,5.*?5.  Last 
j-ear  this  total  was  reported  at  |2,032,505,172,  a  decrease  in  totals  of 
925,.313,637.  The  total  capital  stock  and  funded  indebtedness  re- 
ported last  year  was  11,908,597,490.  It  is  somewhat  significant  that 
while  there  has  been  an  increase  of  some  thirty-nine  millions  of  dol- 
lars in  capital  stock,  there  has  been  an  apparent  decrease  of  funded 
indebtedness  of  165,197,601,  resulting  in  a  decrease  of  the  total  capi- 
talization of  120,007,363.   In  the  report  for  the  previous  year,  refer- 
ence was  made  to  the  pro|>osed  merjier  of  the  N<'w  Vork,  Pennsyl- 
vania nnd  Ohio  with  the  New  York,  Lsike  Erie  and  Western,  which 
would  result  in  eliminatinp  from  the  funded  debt  totals  of  the  ex- 
cessive nintmnt  of  funded  indebtednens  of  the  New  York.  Pennsyl 
vania  jnid  Ohio.    Few  roads  in  l!ie  T'liited  States  had  sudi  .i  buideji 
of  indelxeduess  {>er  mile  of  road,  and  it  is  not  suriu-isin;:  that  i(s 
fnei-j;er  has  resulted  in  wipin;;  out  maiiv  millions  of  indebt  'dut  .ss  of 
(|uestionable  chara<ler,    Tlie  two  roads  referred  to  are  consolidated 
under  the  title  of  "The  Erie  Railroad  Company.''    Last  year  they  hud 
a  combined  funded  indebtedness  of  1205,914.512.  The  new  company 
now  reports  but  $W1,4.%,78.%  a  decrease  of  ^74,477,729.  Scare dy 
will  a  parallel  be  found  where  so  much  alleged  funded  i«debtednefis 
has  been  stricken  from  the  financial  reports  of  railway  corporations 
reporting  to  the  nnthorities  of  Pennsylvania.   If  such  indebtedness 
wen*  genuine  nnd  represented  actual  dollar  for  dollnr  inves*tm<»nts, 
the  loss  Jo  investoi-s  hns  been  appallin;;.    Ft  is  b(diev«  d,  however, 
by  many  that  much  of  the  inilebtedness  of  the  New  York.  P<'nnsyl- 
vania  and  Ohio  was  of  a  ficlitions  rharnctcr  and  tliaf  most  of  the 
losses  consist  in  the  failure  to  realize  returns  on  cniiil;'!  b  tdlv  dilctr  d.

The  capi- 
tal stock  is  therefore  45.25  per  cent,  of  the  total  capitaJizatiou ;  the 
funded  indebtedaws  49.12  per  cent.,  and  other  forms  of  indebtedness 
5.63  per  cent.  It  is  reasonably  certain  that  the  percentages  in  these 
statistics  as  indicated  by  the  returns  of  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 1896,  will  not  be  materially 
changed  by  the  returns  made  for  189U,  and  the  disparities  in  per- 
centages existing  between  the  returns  made  to  this  Bureau  for  the 
y<*ar  1>^00  and  thos<*  made  to  the  Inter-Btate  Commerce  Conunission 
for  1S!)5,  will  no  doubt  be  about  the  same  when  comparison  is  nia<l«» 
betwc«'n  the  returns  to  this  Bureau  for  18I>G  ami  the  retunis  to  the 
Inter  Stato  <'(;mnn'rc<»  Commission  for  the  same  vcar.  It  mav.  thcr.*- 
fill  ]«■  <  iTrlv  S  lid  that  the  pro|>ortion  iif  »  ajiiial  stork  of  the  road?* 
i<  [M»riin;;  lo  iin.s  Hiiifau  to  the  total  capitalizaliim,  is  jilxnit  4  per 
( ♦  lit  jir^-nter  than  the  j)ioporiion  of  capital  stock  to  the  total  capitali- 
/.aliuu  of  the  Jailvva>s  of  the  United  t?tates.  It  is  also  found  that 
ihe  funded  iudebtednej*"*  of  the  railways  reporting;  to  this  Bureau  is 
ationt  i  per  cent,  less,  to  the  total  capitalixation«  th4in  is  the  funded 
iudelit<Hluoss  to  the  total  capitalisation  of  all  the  railways  of  the 
I'nited  States.  It  roust  not,  however,  be  overlooked  that  while  the 
other  forms  of  indebtedness  (current  liabilities,  etc)  in  the  United 
States  are  5.(ht  per  cent,  of  the  total  capitalization,  it  Is  6.2  in  Penn- 
sylvania. 

These  fl^ureH  i«ertainl.v  indiciite  a  financial  condition  favorable  to 
the  roads  rei>ortin;r  this  Hureau,  when  compared  with  similar  data 
rHjrardin«r  the  roads  of  the  entire  country. 

While  the  tinaniial  standing  of  thest*  steam  railway  corporations 
is  Inrj^ely  mcaHurnVih'  by  the  burfh'U  of  funded  indebtedness  they  si'V 
eialiy  carry,  yet  ilieie  are  many  of  Ihem  that  own  stocks  ami  bonds 
fromwhieh  a  lar«ie  revenue  is  ol)iaiiie(l  andwhich  in  elTeci  li;^htea  the 
bunlen  of  indi-htiMluess  projK)rliiiiiate  to  the  revenue  eaiiiinj;  value 
of  such  stocks  and  bonds.  The  total  amount  of  stocks  owned  by 
the  railways  reporting  to  this  Bureau  is  f271/l6:i,7.14.  and  of  other 
stocks  owned  126,757.482;  or  a  total  of  stocks  owned  of  |29K4214!in. 
In  addition  to  lliis  amount,  bonds  are  owned  of  other  railway  cor- 
porations amounting  to  |71,514,061,  and  bonds  of  coriMrations  other 
than  railways  amounting  to  f  10,322,300;  or  a  total  of  bonds  owned  of 
181,836,561;  a  grand  total  of  stocks  and  bonds  owned  of  12179,057.777. 
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While  tlu-  t(»ial  hUk-U  lapiialization  <»f  tlu'so  roads  is  |'J.sr».olKi,lM>, 
yet  their  owueraUip  of  stocks  of  otl»«n-  railways  and  other  coriiora- 
tions  amoimts  to  about  32  per  cent  of  their  own  entire  stock  capi- 
talixation  outstanding.  Their  ownerahip  of  bonds  of  other  corpora- 
tions amonnts  to  abont  9  per  cent,  of  their  own  entire  funded  indebt 
edness,  and  their  ownership  of  stocks  and  bonds  is  about  20  per  cent, 
of  tlieir  entire  capitalization  of  stocks  and  bonds  outstanding.  The 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  has  the  greatest  ownership  of 
stocks  and  bonds,  |171,170.1:{S.  The  Pennsylvania  r't»nipany  has  the 
next  lar};est  amount,  ^(>9,.*U):j,0l7;  then  the  rhihidelphia  and  R^'adinjjj, 
!R.'?4,4H7.72.'{;  Lehij^h  ValJey.  Sl»n.0?<5,:i84;  Lake  .^hore  and  Miehiffan

It  will  also  bi-  s  ^en  that  of 
the  1320,121  ,.S12  stodcs  and  bonds  owned  by  these  five  companies,  the 
I'cnnsylvania  Railroad  owns  nune  ilian  onelialf  of  the  entire 
amount.  The  total  funded  indebtednt  ss  and  capital  slock  of  the 
I'eunsylvania  Kailroad  is  :f212.0r)S,440,  while  tlie  stocks  and  bonds 
owned  by  it  amount  to  1^171,170438;  or  about  85  per  cent,  of  the 
funded  indebtedness  and  capital  stock  ontstanding.

The  total  cost  of  road  and  eiiui]>iuent  of  the  278  steam  railway  . 
corporations  whose  reiiorts  hSTc  been  filed  in  this  Bureau  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1896,  is  |l,5;i0,070.100.  A  comparison 
with  the  capital  stock  and  funded  indebtedness  shows  that  the 
amount  of  these  two  items  is  far  in  excess  of  the  amount  reported 
as  indicating  the  cost  of  road  and  equipment.  Tiie  amounts  reportnl 
as  indicating  cost  of  road  and  equipment  for  the  last  seven  years  are

A  c<miparisnn  with  the  years 
precedin<x  1^00  would  show  a  greater  percenta^'e  of  increase  in  the 
aniounls  n']»oiicd  from  year  to  year  as  represent injr  the  cost  of  mad 
and  equipment.  It  is  apparent,  therefore,  that  the  depress*  «i  c<m- 
ditious  that  luive  ov<*rtakeu  the  Jiuaurial  allairs  ol  the  I'liileil  Siatf  8 
have  liniiie.i  materially  the  capitali/.ation  which  otherwise  would 
have  swollen  the  figures  representing  the  cost  of  road  and  equipment. 
Tin  disparity,  however,  between  the  amounts  reported  for  1895  and 
1S0(>.  a  decrease  of  |43,786,9.^S,  is  not  due  to  an  actual  reduction 
4>f  the  cost  of  road  and  equipment,  but  is  accounted  for  in  tlie  consoli- 
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d&tion  and  merger  of  roads  by  which  the  new  corporations  report  a 
less  amount  as  representing  cost  of  road  and  equipment  For  in- 
stance, in  last  year's  report  the  combined  cost  of  road  and  equip- 
ment of  the  New  York,  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio,  and  the  New  York, 
Lake  Kr  ic  mihI  Western,  now  consolidated  into  a  corporation  known 
sif^  ilu-  Kv'w  Kailroad  Company,  was  many  millionH  mnie  than  that  re- 
ported by  the  present  manajieinent  of  the  Krie  Kailroad  Company. 
This  redtif'ed  amonnt  aecoiiiits  for  the  disparity  between  the  fijrnres 
rt  Hii  nc'l  for  1W5  an<l  tluise  retnrned  for  islli;.  If  to  the  amonnt  re- 
porti'd  .IS  iiulicai in^^  rixt  of  road  and  eqnipnieiit  there  be  added  tl»e 
aniniint  of  stocU  ami  lnuulsi  owned  by  the  corporations,  to  wit:  ^;J7U.- 
0r)7,777,  it.  will  be  found  that  the  amount,  to  wit:  f  1,7:{7,G72,14!>, 
still  falls  short  of  eqnalin;;  liie  lolal  tapitalization  to  the  amonnt  of

and  capitalixation  in  the  United  States,  for  It  appears  from  the 
figures  of  tlie  Commission  that  the  cost  of  road  and  equipment  ex- 
coeds  the  total  capitalization.

RAILWAY  EQU11»MENT. 


The  public  service  of  a  railway  corporation  depends  upon  its  abil 
ity  to  conserve  the  convenience,  safety  and  economy  of  the  passen- 
ger and  the  sliipper.  The  quality  and  ({uantity  of  both  paM8<*nger 
and  freighi  cars  are  Iniportnnt  in  considering  the  public  sprvice  of  a 
railway  corporal  ion.  psjiecially  with  reference  to  convenienr'C.  The 
data  compiled  from  the  repoils  made  to  this  Bureau  clearly  estab- 
lishes the  fact  that  the  convenience  of  the  traveler  and  the  shipper  is 
conserved  by  the  railways  whose  ri'ports  are  filed  here  to  a  greater  de- 
gre(*  than  exists  generally  throughout  the  United  States.   There  may 
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be  soiijc  localitk'B  where  a&  favorable  coudiiiuns  exist,  ]>tit  by  coin- 
I»iiris(in  with  Ihe  data  contained  in  the  national  reports  iUe  n\osi 
favoiablt'  t  ondilionH  nie  I'oinid  in  I'ennsylvaniji.  Tn  the  TInitt  d 
States  Ilu'i'c  were  in  ls«jr».  I'O  kHOJiiolives  ]K*r  lOU  mik-jj  uf  road,  iii- 
cludiug  passeager,  freight  and  switching  locomotive.s,  whik^  in  Penn 
aylvania  tJiere  are  41  such  locomotives  per  100  mile«  of  road.  la  the 
United  States  the  number  of  passenger  cars  per  100  miles  of  road  iu 
1895  was  19,  freight  cars  673,  other  freight  cars  in  companies*  seryict* 
23;  or  a  total  of  715.  In  Pennsylvania  there  are  now  36  passenger 
cars,  1,721  freight  cars  and  68  other  freight  eara  in  companies'  tter- 
vice;  or  a  total  of  1,814  per  100  miles  of  road.  It  will  be  seen,  then>* 
fore,  that  in  all  comparisons  made  having  reference  to  e(]uiptuent, 
the  Pennsylvania  roads  have  on  the  average  more  than  double  the 
amount  of  e(piipnient  found  ou  the  entire  railway  system  of  the 
I'nited  States.  ex(i  i»t  in  (lie  case  of  jiassenger  ears,  wherf*  the  nver- 
age  in  the  rtiiicd  SiMtes  [u  r  ItMi  mik's  of  road  is  1!>  and  in  I'enn.syl- 
vani;i  f^H.  hnring  the  depressed  liiiMncial  condition  of  the  country, 
wliich  liMs  existed  since  ISU'J.  there  has  been  a  <-onsi(lei-a blc  tailing 
ort  in  facilities  for  freight  shipnnmt  in  Ihe  I  niied  Suites.  For 
instance,  in  1894  there  were  GStJ  freight  cars  per  lOt)  miles  of  road, 
and  673  in  1895.  Or,  to  state  the  ease  in  a  more  comprehensive  way, 
in  1891  there  were  in  the  freight  service  of  the  United  States  1,205,- 
1<)9  cars,  and  in  1895, 1,106,119;  or  a  decrease  of  9,050  cars.  It  may 
be  presumed  that  a  large  number  of  these  cars  which  no  longer  enter 
into  the  enumeration  of  freight  equipment  are  old  and  unserviceable 
and  have  not  been  considered  of  sufBcient  value  to  be  repaired  or  r<*- 
placed  by  the  construction  of  new  equipment,  for  the  reasons  that 
the  conditions  surrounding  the  mtlwaj  interests  of  the  country  gave 
little  or  no  assurance  that  such  repaired  or  renewed  eqnipm  Mit  would 
warrant  lh<'  investment  of  the  necessnrv  nionev.    While  this  obKei- 

« 

vatit>n  is  true  as  applied  to  the  railways  of  the  nation  generally, 
atxain  it  is  Innnd  that  more  favorabk'  conditions  exi>'t  in  Pennsyl- 
vania, for  in  1S!M  there  wt  ie  :U>!).;i!>7  cars  in  the  freiglii  service;  in 
:?lMt.(;uU.  and  in  the  year  C(>vered  by  lliis  report,  :{:i(;.571.  Hut 
little  changi'  is  found  in  the  data  with  reference  to  passenger  cars  in 
comparing  the  number  of  such  cars  in  the  United  States  with  the 
number  in  Penn.sylvania.  In  the  United  states  in  1894  there  were 
33,018  passenger  cars,  and  33,112  in  1895.  In  Pennsylvania  in  1894 
there  were  0.670  cars  in  the  passenger  service;  in  1895,  6,785,  and  in 
1896,  6,782.  While  these  figures  with  reference  to  passenger  cars 
exhibit  a  nu)re  favorable  condition  than  is  found  in  the  data  refer- 
ring to  freight  cars,  yet  if  statistics  were  examined  from  1888  to 
1893,  it  would  be  found  that  there  was  a  most  nuirked  increase  in 
the  railway  e(]tti[nnent  for  the  transportat i«)n  of  pass -ngers  and 
freight.   It  is  probable,  however,  that  additions  of  cars  to  th"  freight 
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eqDipiuGtit  of  roads,  not  only  in  whole  or  iu  part  in  PcnQsylvania,  but 
afi  well  iu  the  entire  United  States,  have  been  retarded  to  a  very 
appreciable  extent  by  a  quite  general  use  of  shippers'  car;<i  iu  (he 
tranf*portation  of  the  commerce  of  the  nation.  In  ti»e  reports  hi'reto- 
fore  made  by  thi»  Bureau  extended  eonniit  iils  have  been  made  to  in 
di«-ate  the  baneful  resnltn  which  flow  from  sneh  ns«'  of  -hi jtjii-rs' 
cars, — rcsulla  which  are  not  only  pr<*judieial  to  the  gt-ut'ial  shipper?* 
(»f  commeree,  but  alike  pr«*jiulii  i;il  to  the  interests  of  tho  railw.iy 
stockholders.  If  lliv*re  he  .sueh  a  tliinj::^  in  «>ur  body  poliiir  as  •  i'iie 
iiileivsts  of  the  favored  few  to  the  injury  of  the  masses.'"  it  probably 
exists  in  an  iutensilled  form  by  a  manufacturer  or  a  producer  of 
articles  of  commerce  having  his  own  cars  in  which  to  ship  his  pro- 
ductions to  marlcet.  He  is  assured  of  having  a  very  larn^e  income 
of  the  railways  for  his  investment  in  his  own  cars,  and  is  enabled  to 
put  his  productions  in  the  market  rapidly  and  at  such  times  as  will 
enable  him  to  realise  quickly  from  an  advancement  of  prices  in  the 
markets  affecting  his  particular  kind  of  production,  while  his  lesA 
fortunate  comin  titor.  who  is  not  supplied  with  his  own  cars,  must 
depend  upon  such  facilities  as  the  railway  corporations  may  be  able 
to  furnish  him,  being  subject  possibly  at  times  to  the  caprice  of  the 
local  I e|ii-  -sentative  of  the  company,  as  well  as  to  tVie  inability  of 
the  company  1(»  furnish  him  eitiier  the  number  of  cars  desired  or  at 
ihe  time  the  cais  may  be  wanted. 

So  ssludeiil  can  pass  from  a  study  of  this  feature  of  the  railway 
probh  ut  without  beconnu};  convinced  that  the  use  of  shippers'  cars 
in  the  transportation  of  commodities  furnishes  the  m»»st  i>r<ditic 
iM>nr«'e  of  discrimination  that  jconfronts  those  concerned  in  securinj; 
equitable  facilities  in  transportation.  lie  will  also  become  con- 
vinced that  the  use  of  shippers'  cars  is  most  prejudicial  in  a  fluaucial 
way  to  the  interests  of  the  railway  corporations  of  the  TJniti»d  S^ati  s. 
It  is  impossible  to  estimate  to  what  extent  the  use  of  shippers'  cars 
has  affected  and  now  impairs  the  growth  of  freight  equipment  owned 
by  tlie  railway  corporations  of  tlie  country.  It  is  certain,  however, 
that  the  depivsstHl  financial  conditions  and  the  use  of  shippers'  cais 
both  or  either,  have  preatly  retarded  the  increase,  if  not  compelhMl  a 
de«-rease  in  the  nuintMM*  «<f  freiirhf  cars*  owmM?  in  the  railway  service. 
The  followinL'  t;ibh'  will  exliibit  ihe  equipment  owned  by  ten  of  the 
leadini;  roads  n-port in^'  to  this  Hnrean.  from  \\  hi(  li  it  w-ll  be  s»mmi 
that  tliese  coriKU'aiiiuis  aww  a  \'ery  lai-L'e  pro|M(rti(in  of  the  ••ntir;' 
equijinieiit  of  the  roads  report iuj;  Ut  this  liureau,  ami  wticn  ciunpared 
with  other  data,  that  they  also  carry  a  proporticmale  uumb(»r  of  pas- 
sengers and  a  proportionate  amount  of  freight. 
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Table  uliowinj;  iiumbor  of  locomotives,  owned  and  leased,  nninb  t 
of  passenger,  freiprht  and  ears  in  eonipany's  service;  also  total  num- 
ber of  cjars  owued  and  iea«ed  b^  ten  leading  companies  nanu^. 
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The  equipuuMit  j^ivcn  by  tlu*  IVniiKvlvania  C Company  Imdu^t^ii  all 
Ihc  equiptnont  owned  by  tlip  P.,  F.  W.  &  C.  R.  R,  C.  &  P.  R.  E.  & 
P.  11.  R,  X.  r.  &  R  V.  K.  R  &  R  H.  F,  ^  W.  R  R.  but  dooa  not  in- 
cdiide  that  of  linen  operated  by  the  Pennsylvania  Company,  who.<e 
linen  are  entirely  outside  of  the  State. 


MILEAGE. 


In  determininjr  the  iiiileau;e,  slate  aii<l  national  statisticians  jjener- 
allv  classify  mil»*a«^e  with  referenn*  to  len«;lli  of  line  owned.  len*r;h 
of  line  of  |»i  oprieiaiy  company  (by  this  is  meant  com|vsinies  wlios." 
capital  stock  is  own<Ml  by  anullit  i  t  om p:! iiy  i ;  length  u(  line  ojMM'at«  d 
nnd<'r  leas<'  by  which  a  lixed  char^^'  <»r  i ratal  is  made;  lenjjth  of  line 
operated  nnder  some  other  form  of  contract;  length  of  line  operated 
under  traokii^c  ri^dita.  These  Ave  classiftcations  constitute  the  total 
mileajse  of  railways.  It  is  apiuirent*  however,  that  there  is  a  dupli- 
cation of  the  mileage  thus  reported,  arising;  from  including  trackaj^e 
Hfrhts,  the  fifth  classification.  For  instance,  where  a  railway  owninj; 
its  own  lines  instead  of  constructing  a  line  parallel  with  another 
railway*  by  ajs:re<*ment  has  the  right  to  use  Ihe  track  of  the  road  It 
wonld  otherwise  parallel,  includes  such  trackage  rights  in  its  re- 
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port  of  total  mileage.  The  total  mileage  of  Pennsylvaniu  is  thev*^ 
fore  increased  by  adding  tnickii^e  rights  to  the  niitoiiut  of  (iOdJft 
oiileSf  aeconliug  to  the  elassifications  tndica^  il.  The  total  iiulea«;e 
of  roads  whf»s<'  operatiiij;  re|Mn(s  are  filed  in  tliis  deparlnieni  is 
l!».5i>0.:{2  mih-s.  Of  this  10.0r>4.:{8  miles  are  within  the  limits  nf  t]i(>

The  total  milra^r  wiihin  the  Siaic  was  !Mtil..St> 
miles,  showiiijjr  an  iiierease  of  (»1.'3.2U  iiiilis  ia  lh«'  total  mileage,  and 
21>L*.4!»  in  thf  State.  This  increase  is  due  to  im-ludiiig  new  tia<k 
njnstniel ion,  and  also  to  the  faet  thai  uju'ialiiig  eompanit  s  made  re- 
ports thin  .vear  whose  lines  were  only  partly*  eon-slnn  led  at  the  close 
of  the  last  fiscal  rear,  and  conseqoently  they  reported  no  mileage 
then.  Thift  all  appears  as  new  mileage  In  the  tabulations  for  thi;A 
year.  In  the  reports  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  the 
total  mlleagv'^  in  Pennsyirania  is  given  at  0,751.39  milen  for  the  year 
1895.  If  to  this  amount  be  added  the  increase  shown  by  the  returns 
for  this  year,  the  amount  is  10.043.88  miles,  showing  a  discrepancy 
between  the  rep<»rts  of  the  mileage  as  llh'd  in  this  Bureau  and  the 
staiiKflcs  with  reference  to  Pennsylvania!  mileage  in  the  reports  of 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  of  10.5  miles.  The  total 
mileage  iti  the  l'nite<l  States  in  was  ISO.iiriT.lT  miles,  and  ii  ap 
pears  llu  r^'fore  that  the  railway  mil««ag«'  \n  lVnnsylv;iiii;t  is  .".2  ptn- 
(*<Mit.  of  the  (Milii'e  mileag<»  in  the  country,  and  of  mileage  »»peraJ»'d 
hy  ••orporatiou.s  makiiiL'  iheir  reports  here,  to  wit:  1!>..'(»0.:?'J  n"ih  s. 
10.5  p»'r  cent.  It  is  uiulrrstood,  of  course,  that  this  peiceutage  is 
not  strictly  correct,  as  comparison  is  made  with  the  mileage  now 
fonnd  in  Pennsylvania  with  that  reported  iu  the  United  States  for 
1805.  If  the  exact  figures  were  known  as  to  the  mileage  in  the 
United  8tates  this  year,  the  permitage  in  Pennsylvania  would  no 
doubt  show  a  slight  derrease.  The  following  table  shews  tho  mil  - 
age  in  each  State  and  Territory;  the  percentage  of  the  total  mileage 
of  the  United  States  whieh  eaeh  State  and  Territory  has;  the  mile- 
age per  each  100  square  miles  of  territoi')',  and  the  amount  of  mileage 
for  each  10,000  inhabitants  In  each  State  and  Territory.

<!eeded  bo  far  prior  to  1892  as  to  render  additional  construction  non- 
remaueratire  from  a  financial  standpoint,  cannot  be  easily  ascer- 
tained. It  is  iipparent,  however,  that  the  most  potent  influouce  In 
the  way  of  additional  conBtiuction  of  mileaj^e  has  been  the  financial 
t  rinditiou  of  the  country.  A  detailed  statement  of  the  amount  of  tlie 
laileapo  owned  by  each  corporation,  and  the  amount  leased  or  con 
tmllffl  liy  t'-Ach  f  or])orntioii.  is  found  in  the  tabulations  embraced  in 
tabic  D  ac-companyiug  tlii»  report. 


RAILWAY  EMPLOYES  AND  THEIR  COMPENSATION. 


The  railways  of  the  United  States  are  the  most  important  factors 
of  all  concerned  in  our  national  commerce.  Witliout  them  stajjua- 
tion  of  business  would  exist  on  all  sides  nntl  throufrhout  the  entire 
<«>nntry.  The  rnlhvMys  nie  alno  cxtrt'Tiicly  important  to  those  pi-r- 
siins  who  (U'ih  ih!  MfHH!  tln  iv  toil  for  snbsiHtcMif'.    Tlif^  ini|;oi-i- 

ance  of  this  statenu'iii  cannot  be  too  strongly  »Mnf»hasi/A*d.  On  the 
roads  re[»oriiiiL'  to  this  ISureau  for  the  yeai  'Mutiiij;  Jane  lU).  IMCI, 
ihtTe  were  einitloyed  19l.;^24  persons.  This  includes  those  undi-r  the 
iieads  of  General  Administration.  Maintenance  of  Way  and  Stru*- 
tnres.  Maintenance  of  Equipment  and  Conductinp;  Transportation, 
but,  of  course,  does  not  include  those  employed  by  corporations  not 
maltiujr  reports  to  this  Bureau  who  are  engaged  in  the  construction 
of  railway  equipment.  The  number  of  persons  so  employed  cannot 
be  ascertained  from  the  reports  filed  here.  It  appears,  therefore, 
that  there  are  snbstantially  a  million  persons  who  are  snstained 
throui^h  the  employment  given  by  the  railways  of  the  Commonwealth. 
Tlie  number  of  employes  in  1892  was  2i:i.57:{;  in  1893,  200,158;  in 
isiJt,  17t{.228;  in  18J>r>.  IJKt.Un  ;  in  18DG,  194,:i24. 

While  the  inii»rint  of  the  depressed  financial  conditions  that  have 
alllicted  the  business  nn'nirs  of  tlio  ronntry  is  rlculy  st mm  \n  the 
decreased  number  of  enijdoycs  on  the  raihvnvs,  it  i<  a  isfaclion  to 
notf'that  there  has  been  an  iin  rcase  in  isitti  o\(m-  lS!»r»  ot  1J«;:{.  Not 
w  ii  lisiandinir  this  incieas«',  however,  tin-  imuuIum-  is  now  many  ilioii 
sand  loss  than  in  I8i)2.  Keferring  to  the  number  of  omployos  In  ISSS. 
we  liud  that  if  the  percentage  of  increase  between  thai  <lal<'  and  18I»2 
had  been  maintained  to  the  present  time,  the  number  would  now  bv* 
about  275,000.  It  is  probable  that  there  has  been  as  much  suffering; 
amon^  railway  employcR  as  among  any  of  the  other  classes  of  labor, 
SB  thonsnnds  of  them  who  were  in  the  servicp  have  been  absolutely 
thrown  out  of  employment.   While  this  is  a  fact  that  cannot  be  sue- 
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ei'tMfuily  diMputcd,  it  i8  also  a  faet  that  the  dailv  coini»eiisulioii  of 
the  railway  employe  on  the  roadi»  of  renuHyhania,  as  well  as  those 
of  the  T'nitcfl  States,  has  been  generally  mair  taitu'd.  The  repoitH 
show  that  lh«'  conductor,  tin*  «'nf;jii('<»r.  tfic  1)tak<'iiian.  rlie  mechanic, 
the  carpr-nter  and  even  the  iiacUmaii  has  been  paid  sabstant iallv 
I  he  Hjinif  daily  conipenHaiiun  la*  received  before  the  atlvent  of  lh«* 
hard  liuu  <.  Thin  statement,  however,  will  not  appiv  To  the  annua! 
ceiapeiisaJioii,  as  ilie  eniployes  have  n<»t  been  ho  c(aisiaail\  employed 
as  in  previous  years,  li  must  be  admitted  that  it  is  a  credit  to  tlie 
railways  of  the  country  that  they  have  uniiutained  the  daily  rate 
of  eompeuHatioit*  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  railway  stock* 
holder  haa  generally  gone  witfiout  dividends,  and  in  nianv  cuKes  tlie 
l>ond8nian  has  gone  without  interest  on  his  bond;  and,  besides  this, 
Ihe  daily  rati>s  of  coni|>cnsation  liave  even  been  maiutamed  on  rail- 
ways that  have  gone  into  ttie  hands  of  receivers. 

The  following  eight  companies  report  the  largest  number  of  em- 
ployes, ranging  from  <i,r>!>2  for  the  T'hiladelphia,  Wilminf'toii  and 
Baltimore  to  'hi,V2i'*  for  the  rennsylvania ;  IMiiladelphia,  \Vihnin«i- 
ton  ami  Haltimore.  t),,")02;  Pittsbur};.  <'incinnati,  Chieaj;o  and  St.

It  IH  under^iiiod  with  refi-n-nce  to  lliesi*  fijrures  (hat  by  the  IVnu 
sylvania  is  meant  tin*  lines  of  the  I'eiin.syl vania  Railroad  ^'ompiny 
east  of  Krie  and  I'litsbiug.  which  would  not  include  the  Xorlhern 
Central  or  Pliiladeli)lda.  Wilmington  and  Haltimore.  These  eight 
companies  employ  77  p<'r  cent,  of  (lie  employes  on  all  the  roads  ri*- 
porting  to  this  Kumiu,  and  they  pay  annually  to  tlieir  employes 
f86,504,a71,  of  which  amount  the  Pennsylvania  paid  |3t,571,90jK 
Tlie  amount  paid  by  these  companies  i»  about  80  per  cent,  of  the  en- 
tire amount  paid  by  all  the  roads  reporting  V^rin  An  intere<ting 
feature  is  found  in  the  fact  that  the  Pennsylvania  and  four  other 
roads  l»elonging  to  that  syst«'m.  the  Xorthern  Central,  Pennsylvania 
r<»mpany,  IMttslmrg.  Cincinnati,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  and  Philid  1- 
j)hiti,  Wilmington  and  llaltimore.  employ  S7.242  ]>ersons.  or  45  ])  'r 
cent,  of  the  entire  number.  lfl4.M*_M.  and  ]>aid  in  c  <nnpensati<»n  ^.'1.

Delaware,  Florida.  North  Dakota.  Sonth  Dakota,  Montana.  Wyom- 
ing, Idaho,  Nevada,  T^tah,  Washington  or  Oregon,  or  as  mnny  people 
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ns  there  SLve  in  the  four  HtateB  of  Delaware,  Montana,  Kevada  au<] 
Idalio.  Thc»t'  facts  alone  show  the  wonderful  importance  of  the  r«ll- 
ways,  not  only  to  coininerce,  but  to  a  Iar^«>  clement  of  our  populaliou 

who  art*  di'pondi'Ut  thi-roon  for  tln'ir  ssubsistoiuo.  Xo  d.ita  aie  ;it 
hand  to  ?iliow  the  nuuibtn'  of  cuiphnvH  in  the  I'liitiMl  StaicH  for  the 
,VC'ar  1H;m>.  hilt  I  oiiijilete  statistics  arc  at  iiaiid  for  the  years  ISHO  to 
181)5  inclusive.  In  18!M)  there  were  74!).:mi;  in  ISIU,  784,2S5;  in 
821,415;  in  18fla.  873,002;  in  18!M,  T71»,U08;  in  18!>.j.  785.034.  Tli.  m- 
fijrures  show  lhat  the  financial  depression  situr  ISIIi'  affect«'<l  tlie 
nunthcr  of  employes  in  the  United  States  subsiaiii iallv  llu;  ^anic  as 
in  Pennsjlvauia ;  that  while  there  has  been  a  slight  increase  from 
1884  to  1895  in  Fe&n^lTania,  there  has  alao  been  a  alight  increase 
throughout  the  conntrj  generally,  and  it  may  be  presumed  that  when 
the  data  is  compiled  for  the  United  States  for  the  year  ending  June 
30,  1890,  about  the  same  percentage  of  increase  will  he  shown  be- 
tween those  statii«tics  and  those  prettented  for  Pennsylvania  in  this 
rt>poH.  In  computing  the  number  of  railway  employes  both  in  Penn- 
s\lvaniaand  in  the  United  Stales,  it  must  be  reini*mbcicd  that  there 
lias  been  a  slight  increase  in  railway  mileage,  which  of  itself  would 
cause  an  increase  in  tlie  number  of  employes.  The  true  test  in  m  ik 
iiii;  conipatisons  is  to  comj>nrc  one  year  with  another  with  refcn  ti»-o 
i<»  tli«'  nuuibet  of  men  employ ed  \h'V  1(K)  miles  of  road.

<I<M  1  t  a.st*  in  the  number  of  euiplo\cs  per  UM)  miles  t»f  road.  In  ih«' 
I'nited  States  in  18!)0  there  were  47!)  employes  per  ItM)  mil  -s  of  road; 
in  1891,  486;  in  1802;  506;  in  1893,  515:  in  18!)4.  444;  in  18U5,  441, 
In  otht'r  words,  there  were  05  fewer  employes  per  100  mill's  of  line  in 
1895  than  there  were  in  18il2,  when  the  stagnation  of  business  began. 
The  (»ble  given  herewith  will  show  the  number  of  employes  in  the 
l'nltc*d  States  from  1890  to  1H95  inclusive,  distributed  under  five 
classifications.  General  Administration.  Maintenance  of  Way  and 
Structures.  Maintenance  of  Equipment,  (Conducting  Transportation, 
and  rnclassiticd.  In  Pennsylvania  in  18!M»  there  wei*e  091?  employes 
I'ei*  I0(t  miles  of  road,  which  sliows  a  marked  <'ontrast  to  the  number 
of  employes  per  100  miles  of  i-oad  in  the  United  Btates.

The  number  of  passengers  carried  earning  revenue  during  the  yesir 
ending  June  30, 1S96,  was  128,3^4,466.  Tlie  number  carried  one  mile 
was  2,517,1»4»05L  The  Pennsylvania  carried  37,&I9,!!27;  the  Pliila- 
delphia  and  Reading,  19^11,581;  Erie, 12,443,490;  Lehigh yalley,4,976, 
T13;  Lake  Bhore  and  Michigan  Southern,  4,634,298;  Northern  Central. 
4,085,739;  Pennsylvania  Company,  including  the  Erie  and  Pittsburg, 
rittsburg,  Fort  Wayne  and  Chicago, Cleveland  and  Pittsburjj^RtK  hcH- 
ter.  Biaver  Falls  and  Western,  Pittsburg,  Youngstown  and  Aslilabu  a. 
ri,41H.m;  miiladelphia,  Wilmington  and  Baltinune,  !>,7U4.261 ;  Pitts- 
burg, Cincinnati,  Chieago  and  St.  Louis,  r),yil,l)48.  These  roads  have 
therefore  earri<'d  n  total  of  104,*J*J1M8:{  jKissengers.  whicli  is  about  S4 
per  cent,  of  the  number  carried  by  all  the  kkkIs  iu  the  State. 

The  distance  iiasi.seiii;erH  are  carried  is  of  course  an  important  factor 
in  determining  the  averaj^f  aiiuKint  of  revenue  receiv<Ml  per  passen 
ger.  The  New  York,  t'lucag*)  and  St.  l^ouis  reports  the  average  dis 
lance  of  each  passenger  to  be  lt)4  miles;  the  average  distance  on  the 
Pennsylvania  is  19  miles;  on  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading,  12  miles; 
on  the  Pittsburg,  Cincinnati,  Chicago  and  Kt.  Louis,  29  miles;  while 
some  of  the  smaller  roads  report  an  average  distance  per  passenger 
as  low  as  2  miles.  The  average  distance  per  passenger  is  of  coui'se 
greatest  on  the  lines  conducting  through  or  long  distance  tralHc. 
The  number  of  passengers  carried,  as  before  stated,  was  12S,334,46<>; 
for  1805,  125.445.825;  for  1894,  134,708.580;  for  ]8!K-],  152,460,840;  for 
1892,  14(Kll)0.5m);  for  1801,  1^8,  070.156.  it  will  be  seen  from  these 
flgiiros  that  the  greatest  iiuiiiber  of  passengers  was  carried  iu  ISJKt, 
a  fa<  t  which  is  largely  due  to  tin*  impetus  given  th<'  passenger  traOb- 
by  tin'  World's  Fair  nf  nii«M«ro.  which  was  a  soiirre  of  a  <rrcat 
amount  of  rcM  imt  to  th«*  i;nl\v;iys  ri  |K>rliiig  to  this  iiureiiu.  The 
iiiimber  of  pa>si  ii^tM.-4  carried  m  kSii."  was  tlie  lowest  in  any  of  the 
six  years  just  nained.  but  the  return.s  Inr  ISOfi  hIiow  that  there  has 
lK»on  a  fair  increase  over  181».j,  and  yet  it  is  an  untavorahle  eommen- 
tary  to  make  that  six  years  ago,  with  a  less  mileage  and  fewer  cor- 
porations engaged  in  passt  nger  traffic,  there  were  abont  10,000.000 
more  passengt^rs  eurried  than  in  1890. 

Tn  the  United  Htates  in  1800  there  were  492.4:{0,8<f»  pasKetigers 
carried;  in  1801, 5:n.ia').$K)8;  in  1892, 500,958,211 ;  in  1803. 503,500.612; 
hi  1894.  540,688.109;  in  1895,  507.421,362.  !No  figures  avp  at  hand  to 
show  the  number  carried  in  1896,  but  there  were  33.266,a')7  less 
passengers  in  1896  than  in  1894.  It  is  observed  also  that  the  great- 
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est  niioiber  of  pasjiengero  carried  in  the  United  States*  daring  t\w 

six  years  ivn-nrd  io  was  in  1M0:1.  This  was  due  no  doubt  to  the 
cause  already  referred  to,  the  World's  Pair,  which  iin'reis(*d  the 
number  carried  by  the  roads  reporting  to  this  de|>artinent.  The  total 
number  of  paKsenjrei-s  carried  on  the  roads  reportinfic  to  this  Rureaii 
f<»r  Is'M)  is  ;ibtMii  25  per  (cnt.  of  the  entire  uumkier  carried  iu  the 
Tuiteil  States  during  the  year  1895. 


TONNAGE. 


Tile  tonrcage  as  reported  by  the  railways  in  PcuDsylvMnia'  for  the 
year  ISOl  was  2o(»,477,411)  tons;  in  1S92,  200.480.712  tons;  in  ISftH, 
281,<;><ljmo  toug;  in  1804,  2:^3,250,687  tons;  iu  1805,  271,075,077  tons; 
and  f(U'  I  lie  year  covered  by  this  report,  208.000.528  tons.  It  will  be 
seen  by  these  tijfures  that  the  tonna^^e  in  1800  w.i.'^  about  8,000.000 
Ions  t;reater  than  in  any  of  the  five  prerediii^  years.  This  !arp' 
increase  is  due  In  tiie  vast  quantities  of  I'oth  antlirarirr  and  bitu 
niiiKiiiM  coal  piocliiced  in  1805  (the  larpesl  pirtdiiotioii  cvit  made  in 
aiiv  one  yea I  I.  and  sliii»|MMl  during  the  last  six  tn<Hith<  of  iliat  year 
and  the  lirsl  six  laonlhs  4>f  ISOO,  the  jM/riod  covered  by  lUis  repuit. 
Of  the  tonnap'  for  1806  19,614,850  tons  were  made  up  from  the 
product  A  of  agriculture;  6J08,609  tons  from  the  prodncls  of  animaN; 
191,441,148  tons  from  the  products  of  mines;  16,105,662  tons  from  th.^ 
products  of  forests;  46,236,462  tons  from  the  products  of  manufac- 
tures; 6,185,609  tons  from  merchandise;  and  12.260.092  tons  from 
miscellaneous  shipments.  As  before  stated,  tlie  incrt^ase  in  the  ton- 
nage is  due  very  largely  to  the  Increase  in  c«ml  production,  the  coal 
tonnage  in  1890  beinj^  about  14,000,000  tons  greater  than  in  1>'95. 
The  table  heiewiih  will  show  the  total  amount  of  lonnajje  for  tlie 
years  18!)1  to  1>0(;  itK  lusive.  under  the  several  classilieations  a« 
above  indieated.  In  1S05  Iheie  w<*re  0(U;J01.171  tons  of  frei«;ht  ear 
ri«'d  in  the  I'nited  Stales,  wliicli  w<tiild  indi<-ate  tliat  tlie  railways 
r(  portinji  to  this  Ibireaii  «arri«'«i  alieut  V.i  jmt  cent,  of  ilie  entile 
ani(  uni.  It  is  a  fact  w«»rr}iy  of  ioiaoient  thai  the  rej  ort.s  fileil  in

/at ion  ol  ihe  railways  of  the  I'nited  Siau-s  is  leprt^st'iUed  l»y  the 
railways  rep<M-tiug  to  this  Bureau,  and  tliat  these  roads  carry  about 
25  per  cent,  of  the  entire  im8sen<;er  tmffic  of  the  country  and  about 
4.'{  jter  cent,  of  the  entire  tonnage.

As  a  geacral  thing,  the  rate  per  ton  per  mile  received  by  railway 
corporatioua  is  greatest  on  sliort  lines  and  least  ou  through  or 
trunk  line^.  In  Tal)lo  I  will  l>4>  found  a  compilation  showing;  tlit> 
rate  per  ton  p<*i'  mile  riMcivcd  by  each  <»i>erating:  company  duriuj; 
the  year  for  tlie  tran8]H)i'lati<>M  of  comuKMlitics.  T!u»  first  company 
on  tlie  list,  the  Addison  and  INniiisx  Ivaiiin.  \N  liich  hns  only  a  small 
niiloagc.  received  2.()87  cfnts  p<»r  ton  jht  niiU'  tor  iln'  fifiirlif  it  car- 
ried, while  siu'h  cor]torii i ions  as  th<'  Krio  receivid  lnii  .Tui)  <-4Mits. 
Airain.  a  narrow  traiiu"'  road,  the  Allruiiniy  and  Kiii/.na.  received 
A~\\s  ii-n\^  {MM  lun  ]M-r  iiiih^,  while  {h**  IViiiusylvania  reccivcfi  but 
.5«>o.  < 'oiiiparisons  niijiht  he  made  between  th«'  rates  n'ccived  liy 
other  short  lines  and  thoj^e  received  by  the  lines  hanlinj;  a  long  dis- 
tance and  the  same  conditions  would  be  fonnd  to  exist ;  that  is,  that 
the  Iransportation  of  freight  for.  long  distances  is  at  a  much  lnwer 
rate  per  ton  per  mile  than  for  short  distances.  The  facts  would 
seem  to  Indicate,  therefore,  that  the  shippers  located  along  trunk 
lines  are  materially  benefited  by  the  prevailing  rates  of  trans|H>rta- 
tion.  The  short  lines*  however,  carry  so  small  a  proportion  of  tiic 
freiglit  that  th(>  fi^^iirefli  presented  showing  the  high  rates  they  re- 
reive  ar«'  but  small  factors  in  tlu'  p:cn<Tal  result.  The  total  tonnatrc 
during  the  year  was  2U8.GUO,Ijiih5  tons,  and  yet  ten  companies  carried 
no  per  cent,  of  the  whole  amount.  It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  the 
smaller  roads  have  carried  hnt  a  shkmII  amount  of  tlu*  freipht,  and 
iillhou^li  the  retains  iiuliiatc  lliai  tlie\  rereived  a  lar^re  rale  per  ton 
per  mile,  tin*  p*nei  al  lates  i.'f  I  raiispdria  i  inn  are  ii<it  inatei-ially  af 
fi'cted  by  the  raten  on  \\\o  shoi  i  lines.

It  is  a  fact  vvortliy  of  comment  iliat 
had  the»e  eight  companies  maintained  the  average  rate  that  prevailed 
on  the  same  lines  one  year  ago,  they  would  have  received  an  addi- 
tion, 14,460,530,  for  tlie  same  service.  This  amount  has  been  in  the 
nature  of  a  concession  from  these  companies  to  the  commercial  inter- 
est of  the  people  whose  shipments  have  been  made  over  their  lines. 
In  view  of  the  fact  also  that  at  least  three  of  the  companies  in  this 
list  paid  no  dividends  to  BtockholderB,  it  is  not  presumptnous  to  say 
that  so  far  as  these  com[)anle»  are  concerned,  tin?  rates  of  transporta 
tion  are  too  low.    Wliile  a  reasonable  rate  should  be  received  l)y  rail- 
way companies  for  the  transjMirtation  of  commodities,  they  ouglit 
not  to  be  required  to  carry  freight  at  a  rate  below  what  is  reason- 
able.   Ill  other  words,  they  ought  not  to  be  re(iuired  to  name  rates 
ilial  will  yiehi  no  surplus  for  the  service  perforTn<'d.    Tn  political 
rnnipai^ns  when  attenipis  are  made  to  array  uiie  (lass  again-t 
another  and  the  jicople  generally  a ;j;;(inst  corjjoraf  ions,  statements  are 
often  made  thai  are  devoid  of  truth.    A  caudidale  for  the  highest 
office  in  tlie  gift  of  the  American  people  made  a  statement  recently 
in  the  city  of  New  York  that  while  the  prices  of  products  of  agri- 
culture and  other  commodities  had  suffered  a  great  reduction,  and 
the  wages  of  labor  had  been  lowei'ed,  railway  rates  of  transportation 
had  not  been  reduced  to  keep  pace  with  the  reductions  in  other  lines. 
This  atatentent  indicates  that  the  person  who  gave  utterance  to  it 
was  either  not  rt»n\<  ismuI  with  the  sniiject.  or  was  devoid  of  the 
elements  of  truth  wliicli  tMight  to  rhararterize  the  statesman.  Sta- 
tistics arc  not  wanting  to  show  conclusively  that  rates  of  transporta 
tion  have  Ihi-u  decreasing  during  the  last  thirty  jears  more  rapiilly 
than  lia\t'  i he  prices  (►f  the  commodities  transported.  Detailed 
tigures  are  not  at  hand  fr  om  all  tln'  If'a^liiifT  r.Tilway.*<,  but  the  reports 
of  most  of  them  show  that  gn-atrr  *m  (HMunii  H  havo  l>een  necessary 
in  the  t ranspoi  lanon  of  freight  than  in  most  any  other  line  of  busi- 
ness.   In  1S54  the  rate  per  ton  per  mile  on  the  I>jike  Shore  and 
Michigan  Southern  was  3.510  cents;  in  imo,  2.157;  in  1S70.  1.504;  in 
1873, 1.335;  in  1890,  .<126;  in  ia05,  .567;  in  1806,  .551.   In  1804  the  rate 
on  the  Pennsylvania  rotid  was  2.408.  but  in  1873  it  had  fallen  to 
1.443;  in  1880  to  .018:  in  1885  to  .695;  in  1805  1o  .565;  in  1896,  to  .563. 
It  is  almost  impossible  to  And  a  commodity  of  general  or  standard 
use  among  all  the  pi*oducts  of  the  country,  in  which  there  has  been

ttoD.  All  this  reduction,  for  at  least  the  last  ten  3'ears,  in  railwaj 
rates  has  been  effected  without  lowering  the  per  diem  pay  of  tbe 
employes^  for  it  is  a  fact  that  tlie  conductor,  engiue^^r,  foreman, 
brakeniau  aud  almost  all  other  classes  of  employes  are  t(»-(1ay  ri>ci>lv- 
ing  substantially  the  saim^  ra(o  of  (oiiipensiitiun  (licy  rt'ceived  when 
railway  rates  were  double  wliat  they  now  are.  If  \Ur  di'inajjogue

way  transpoi  lal  ion.  This  slaleinenl  canntit  be  more  l  oiuph  iv  ly  snli- 
sTanlialed  than  by  .sJionin^  thai,  hiid  the  rij^hl  leading  railway  eone 
paiiie8  referre<l  to,  whose  i^et'cipts  wt^re  $l.*U1.4rt4,0:iO.  received  the 
same  rate  they  did  in  1878,  they  would  have  received  f321,851,391,  or 
|191,;{50,T<>1  more  than  tiiey  did.  This  hir^i*  atiiouul  of  money  wliich 
railway  security  holders  wei-e  compelled  to  forep:o  on  account  of  the 
low  rates  of  trans|K>rtation,  would  have  furnishtnl  a  handsome  divi- 
dend to  all  the  stockholders.  This  comparison  is  made  tlie  more 
emphatic  when  it  is  known  that  the  f101.'{r>(;.T0]  reduction  in  receipts 
for  iransjMn'tation  of  frei;;hl  was  SUllicienl  in  itself  to  have  con- 
structed and  e<jui]tped  at  h'ast  .'1,000  miles  of  road.  Thes<'  fa«  ts 
are  so  unassailable  that  there  is  tio  occasion  whatever  for  attempt- 
ing to  array  tin*  j)t^o|de  of  the  eonniiy  a^aiiisi  the  railway  corptna 
tiuiis.  Abuses  may  exist,  possibly  (iiere  are  discrinnnat ions.  Imt 
the  rate.s  ;;enerally  an*  so  exceedin;ily  low  that  comparison  with  thi* 
rates  of  otlici-  cniintries  are  most  fav»>rabl<,*  lu  Ihv  United  State*. 

In  ISl'A  it  cost  19.19  o<*nts  per  bushel  to  ecmvey  wiieai  froni  Chica;;** 
to  New  York  by  lake  and  canal;  2(».09  by  lake  and  rail,  and  33.02  by 
all  rail.  In  1890  it  cost  5.85  by  lake  and  canal;  8.50  by  lake  and  r<ill« 
and  14.30  by  all  rail.  In  1895  it  cost  4.11  by  lake  and  canal ;  (i.9o 
by  lake  and  rail,  and  12.17  by  all  rail.  These  figures  are  also  unques- 
tionable proof  of  the  reduction  that  has  taken  place  in  the  rates 
of  freight  transportation.  Again,  in  1873  it  cost  |1.09.78  to  transport 
barrel  of  flour  from  rhicajro  to  New  York  ;  in  1880  it  cost  05.55  ccntn; 
in  1885,  42.93;  in  1890,  47.70;  in  1895,  39.70.  The  producers  of  wheat 
have  not  only  been  favored  in  the  way  of  transportation  facilities 
«>u  the  railways,  but  the  cost  of  transportinp  a  barrel  of  wheat  fnmi 
New  York  to  Liverpool  has  been  reduced  from  about  12.12  in  1873 
to  5.12  in 

We  publisli  herewith  a  table  prepared  by  TTon.  Tliomas  .T.  Ed-.'. 
Secretary  of  tlu  State  Board  of  Airriculture.  showiajf  the  rates  of 
transportation  under  the  several  headings  named  of  flour  and  wheat 
from  Chicago  to  Xew  York  aud  from  New  York  to  Liverpool.  Surely 
there  is  nothing  in  this  evidence  to  indicate  that  the  railwaj  cor- 
porations have  kept  up  the  rates  of  freight  transportation.

There  are  other  items  of  revenue  from  operations,  derived  from 
rentals,  rights  of  way,  etc,  nmonntinp  to  $4,000  .^00,  making  the 
total  revenue  from  operations,  f259,7Sl).453.  Thi  N  fal  for  1895  was 
.1240,1. '11. 801.  slunvinfj  an  incroaso  of  ??in,r,54,649.  In  addition  to  the 
earuinjrs  from  (»pria1  ion."^,  as  indicated  above,  ther*'  have  boon  re- 
••eivod  as  income  fi'om  interest  on  bonds,  divtdend.s  un  st ticks,  leajses, 
etc.,  $^i5,G-iG,n24,  or  a  total  of  receipt,  including  receipts  from  opera- 
tions and  other  incomes,  uf  |295,423,378.  The  total  last  year  cover 
ing  these  items  was  1^277,454,035,  showing  an  increase  of  |17.9G9,.34.S. 
In  1891  the  total  revenue  and  income  amounted  to  |289,908,108;  in 
1892,  ^305,680,351;  in  1883,  |317,223,466;  in  1894,  f271,643,224.  It 
will  therefore  be  seen  that  while  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the 
total  receipts  in  1896  orer  1895,  yet  the  receipts  for  the  years  1892 
and  1893  were  far  in  excess  of  those  for  1896.  The  gross  income  for 
the  year  1886  from  operations  of  the  railways  in  the  United  States 
was  11,075,371.462;  from  other  sources,  1132.432,133.  or  a  total  of 
$1,207,803,595.  The  computation  shows  that  the  total  receipts  from 
operations,  including  other  incomes,  of  the  roads  reporting  to  this 
Bureau,  for  the  venr  18%,  are  about  2U  per  cent,  of  the  total  income 
received  b.v  all  the  railways  of  the  United  States  in  1895. 


ACCIDENTa 


There  is  no  gainsaying  the  fact  that  in  many  ways  the  American 
railways  compare  most  favorably  with  those  of  other  countries. 
This  Is  especially  true  with  respect  to  rates  of  transportation  and 
the  conyenience  aiforded  both  passenger  and  shipper.  It  is  unfor- 
tunate, however,  that  more  faTorabte  conditions  do  not  exist  with 
0. 
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refereuce  to  the  safety  ul  ijassciigers  aud  employes.  It  is  probably 
a  faci  Lhat  cannot  be  dispuu  d,  liuii  there  are  more  accidents  to  pas- 
sengers aud  employes  in  the  United  fcitutes  than  Great  liritain.  The 
causes  that  lead  to  this  condition  ought  to  be  made  the  subject  of 
offlciai  inquirj.  Ifo  provision  of  law  it  made  in  Pennsylvania  for 
such  investigation,  bat  it  is  recommended  that  sncli  legislation  be 
enacted  as  will  enable  this  Bureau  to  make  careful  inquiry  into  all 
accidents,  especially  those  attended  by  loss  of  life  either  to  passen- 
gerf  or  employea 

The  total  number  of  passengert  killed  on  the  roads  reporting  to 
thiq  Bureau  for  the  year  ending  June  30»  1806,  was  37;  injured  834; 
total  871.  A  little  more  than  4  per  cent,  of  the  accidents  proved 
fatal.  Of  employes  there  were  killed  479;  la|ured  11,693;  total, 
12,172;  also  about  4  per  cent  proving  fatal.  Of  other  persons  killed 
there  were  1,219;  injured  1,919;  total  8,138;  or  about  39  per  cent, 
fatal.  The  total  number  of  accidents  to  passengers,  employe*^  nnd 
other  persons  was  10,181,  of  which  about  11  per  cent,  were  fatal.' 
The  total  number  of  fatal  accidents  reported  last  year  was  1,583, 
sbowinj?  an  Increase  during  the  year  of  152.  The  total  number  of 
injured  was  10.007,  showinrr  an  increase  of  :i.^?39.  It  will  be  seen 
that  substantially  the  same  percentafre  of  pn'^'^enfiers  and  employes 
WHM  killed,  but  the  percentage  of  killed  among  other  persons  wa.s 
much  greater.  It  is  no  doubt  true  that  many  persons  commit  suicide 
or  allow  themselves  to  be  killed  on  the  rnilwnys.  and  it  is  also  true 
thatmanv  of  those  killed  in  this  wnv  owe  their  death  to  intoxication. 
It  is  apparent  that  many  of  the  companies  do  not  keep  careful 
records  of  the  number  of  accidents.  Possibly  they  all  kepp  a  record 
of  those  killed,  but  in  some  cases  the  perrentaf?e  of  killed  to  injured 
varies  so  much  from  the  total  percentage  of  killed  to  injured,  that 
it  is  evident  no  note  Is  taken  of  slight  accidents.  From  an  exami- 
nation of  the  flgnres  reported  by  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Com- 
pany indicating  casualties  among  employes  it  Is  apparent  that  all 
the  slightest  accidents  are  made  a  matter  of  record.  That  company 
reports  152  employes  killed  and  3,129  Injured  during  the  year,  while 
on  the  Lake  Shore  and  Bflchigan  Southern  the  number  was  28  killed 
and  the  number  Injured  only  42.  The  disparity  between  the  flgares 
reported  by  these  two  companies  as  to  the  percentage  of  killed  to 
Injured  Is  so  marked  as  to  indicate  that  the  latter  company  made 
no  record  of  sliprht  injuries.  On  the  Pennsylvania  railroad  If  a 
person  In  the  service  Is  Injured  by  being  fro7«n,  or  receives  a  sllidit 
injury  to  the  eye  by  coal  dust,  a  record  of  the  casualty  Is  made.  The 
Increase  In  accidents  from  1805  to  1896  Is  so  great  as  to  demand,  It 
would  seem.  Investigation  ns  to  the  causes.  From  the  reports  In 
the  daily  press  throughout  the  year  It  appears  that  many  of  the  aod- 
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dents  occur  at  pradc  croesings  whcrp  troUev  roads  and  Btcaiii  roads 
intersect  each  other.  T'nder  the  head  of  .Xecidents  on  Street  R«iil- 
ways  some  recommendations  are  made,  whicli  if  conformed  to  wouM 
probably  reduce  the  number  of  accidents  that  annually  occui-  on  both 
steam  and  street  railways.  The  following:  talde  shows  the  number 
killed  and  injured  of  passengers,  employes  and  other  persons  on  nint* 
of  the  leading  roads:

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Summary  shotoing  the  Mail  aoeidents  of  ihe  ntne  raUwayB  menHoned  in 
preceding  tMe  fw  the  yeam  ending  June  S0»  reapedively,  as  indieaM 
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As  these  roads  do  the  largest  amount  of  basiness,  they  {larticipate 
largely  in  the  total  capitalization  and  the  tr;inBportation  of  passen- 
gers and  conimoditips,  and  therefore  haye  the  greatest  nnmher  of 
casualties  among  passengers,  employes  and  other  persons.  The 
second  table  shows  the  casualties  for  the  last  six  years  on  the  same 
nine  roads.  It  will  be  seen  that  there  was  a  great  increase  from 
1891  to  1898,  doe  no  doubt  to  the  increase  of  business  and  the  em- 
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ployment  of  a  larger  force.  In  1894  the  number  decreneed  from 
8»876,  in  1893  to  5,720.  In  1894  it  will  be  remembered  that  in  the 
United  States  there  were  94,000  leas  employea  than  in  1893.  In  1895 
the  number  of  injured  had  increaaed  to  9,101,  a  much  greater  per- 
centage of  increaae  than  in  the  numlier  of  employea.  The  same  ob- 
serration  is  made  with  refermce  to  the  increase  of  accidents  from 
1895  to  1896.  Certainly  there  is  nothing  about  tliese  statiatica  with 
reference  to  railway  accidents  to  indicate  that  the  percentage  of 
caaualtleft  nmonj?  pa8s*>ngisrs,  emploves  nnd  other  personn.  is  on  the 
decrease.  On  the  contrary,  according  to  the  amount  of  business 
done,  the  nombc?r  of  passengers  ran  ied  and  the  number  of  persouH 
emplovpfl.  ihor*^  appears  to  he  a  decided  increase. 

Duriri;;  flu*  year  passengers  have  been  carried.  ^7  of 

whom  have  heen  kill -fl  <ir  one  to  every  ,^,468.499  pa.ssengerB  carried. 
The  returns  for  Insi  vruv  «how  that  one  passenger  was  killed  to  every 
4.325,71s  ("iiTied.  in(ji<  ;i  i  injx  that  fatnlities  amoncr  pnssnngers  were 
greater  in  tlie  year  covered  by  thf^  report  t]i;iri  tliey  were  in  the  pre 
%ions  year.  The  total  number  of  pasnengers  injured  was  S^i,  or 
one  passenger  injured  to  every  141 .887  of  the  total  number  carried. 
For  the  year  189o  one  p:isseii»rer  wns  injured  to  every  204.077  car- 
ried. The  percentage  of  fatalifi<'s  .uikhi^'  pas.sj'ngers  in  railway  ac- 
cidents has  been  greater  in  189(i  tlian  it  was  in  1895. 

Among  the  employes,  embracing  194,324  persons,  there  were  479 
killed,  or  one  to  erery  406  persons  employed.  For  the  year  1896 
one  employe  was  killed  to  every  432  persons  employed.  Among  the 
injured  emidoyes.  embracing  11,69S  persona,  one  in  every  17  em- 
ployed was  injured.  Last  year  one  in  every  23  employed  waa  in- 
jured. These  comparisons  show  that  the  fatal  and  non-fatal  acci- 
dents among  the  railway  employes  have  been  greater  in  proportion 
to  the  number  employed  than  they  were  in  1896. 

Among  the  passengers  carried  throughout  the  United  f9tatep 
during  1895,  one  was  killed  to  every  2,984,832  carried,  and  one  in- 
jured to  every  213,651  carried.  Among  the  railway  employes  one 
was  Wiled  to  every  4^^  employed  and  one  injnred  to  every  ^^  em- 
ployed. The  total  number  of  employes  killed  in  the  United  States 
in  1895  was  1.^11:  total  number  injured,  25.n9f>.  Total  nnniber  of 
passengers  billed,  170:  nnTri1>er  of  passengers  injured.  2,375.  Total 
number  of  other  persona  killed,  inclndintr  tbnso  trespassing  and  not 
trespassing  upon  the  tm(i<s  or  in  the  yards  of  railway  eonipanies. 
t.lnH:  ininrc'd.  5.077.  These  fignres  are  snfRcient  evidence  in  tbem 
selvosj  to  l.'.id  the  Ifcrislative  powers  of  hoih  the  State  and  Nation 
to  the  (^n;wfnif^nt  of  <!uch  laws  ■i«  ^vin.  if  j.nssible,  reduce  the  casual- 
ties of  passengers,  employes  and  other  persons. 
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In  order  to  emphasise  this  observation,  reference  is  made  to  t]u> 
number  of  passengers,  employes  and  other  persons  killed  in  the 
United  States  from  1888  to  1S95  inclusive:

NATIONAL  ^XINVENTIOX  OF  RAILWAY  COMMlHKlONEKt*. 


The  National  OoRTention  of  Railway  Commissioner!*  in  coojtinction 
with  the  members  of  the  Inter-State  Commerce  Commission,  was  held 
in  the  city  of  Washington,  ronmieneinj;  May  19.  18!^.  Kep'trts  were 
presented  from  most  of  the  States  where  State  supervision  is  exei- 
eised  over  railways.  Representatives  were  also  pres.^nt  from  the 
Assot  iation  of  Ameriean  Railway  Acconnlauts.  Papers  were  read 
by  the  followinp:  per«5n»is  :

Mr.  Mosely,  secretary  of  the  Inter-State  Commerce  Commission: 
subject,  ''Protection  of  Pnblic  Interests  Dnrin$;  Railway  Labor  Con 
tests." 
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Mr.  Brovn;  subject,  '^Regulation  of  State  and  Inter^State  Electric 
Bailways.*'  This  paper  ie  indnded  in  this  report. 

Other  papers  in  relation  to  national  and  state  snperrision  ol  rail* 
ways  were  read,  and  all  the  papers  were  discussed  and  passed  upon 

by  the  convention. 

There  have  been  eight  national  conventions  held  and  they  have 
been  attended  each  year  by  representatives  from  the  Department  of 
Intornal  Affairs.  This  year  Secretary  James  W.  Latta  and  the 
superintendent  of  this  Bureau  were  in  attendaneo.  As  a  result  of 
lli<*se  national  conferences,  uniform  blanks  for  makin*^  the  annual 
reports  of  railway  compnnips  liavt*  be-.-n  adopit/d.  These  blanks  are 
in  their  general  ft-aturcs  like  the  blank  prepared  by  the  Inter-Staie 
Commerce  Commission,  upon  which  railway  companies  make  reports 
to  that  Commission.  The  use  of  their  blank  throughout  the  United 
States  insures  nnlformlty  in  the  returns  and  furnishes  more  reliable 
data  from  which  comparisons  can  be  satisfactorily  made  of  the  rail- 
way operations  in  one  state  with  those  in  other  states  or  the  country 
at  large.  Besides  this,  there  is  a  tendency  to  hare  uniform  enact* 
ments  in  the  several  states  with  reference  to  the  regulation  or  control 
of  railways.  It  is  a  slow  process  to  secure  such  uniformity  in  legis- 
lation, bat  the  tendency  is  in  that  direction  and  several  states  have 
already  practically  the  same  laws  with  reference  to  the  subject. 

The  next  national  convention  will  be  held  in  St.  Louis  in  May,  1897. 
It  is  believed  that  much  good  will  result  from  these  conferences,  and 
that  equitable  facilities  and  increased  conveniences  for  passenger 
and  shipper,  not  only  in  this  State,  but  throughout  the  Union,  will 
be  obtained  thereby. 


B£QULATIOK  OF  STATE  AND  INTEB-STATE  ELECTBIC 

RAILWAYS. 


During  the  session  of  the  National  Convention  of  Bailway  Commis- 
sioners, with  the  Inter-State  Commerce  Commission,  held  in  the  city 
of  Washington  one  yesr  ago,  a  paper  was  read  by  the  Honorable 
George  M.  Woodruff,  of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  on  the  subject  of 
the  *'Itegulation  of  State  and  Inter-State  Electric  Railways.*'  The 
paper  was  a  concise,  comprehensive  and  able  exhibit  of  the  many 
features  of  tliis  important  subject,  and  but  for  the  rapidly  devel- 
opinj;  use  of  electricity  as  a  motive  power  in  the  transportation  of 
passrn»»eis  nrtd  commodities,  would  have  be(>n  acted  npon  by  the 
ronveniicii  lie  n  in  session,  and  the  snprpcstions  so  ably  made  would 
have  been  appi()\ed.  The  (  Veuls  of  llie  past  year  ami  liie  cxpeT'i 
ments  made  have  undoubtedly  strengthened  the  general  belief  among 
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the  ppoplf,  if  nol  among  scion  ists,  Ui;ii  (  !•  ttricity  is  destined  to  be- 
coiiu-  ilie  power  by  which  Die  euioiuorce  ui  the  world,  both  by  land 
and  sea,  is  to  be  moved;  tliat  is.  as  it  has  already  bani8h»  d  ihe  faith- 
ful horse  from  the  street  railways,  so  is  too  soon  to  encroacii  upon 
the  dominion  of  the  steam  locomotive,  and  relegate  to  the  rear  this 
great  agent  of  transportation  in  onr  past  and  present  commerce, 
where»  with  thousands  of  other  inTentiona  that  Iiave  played  conspicu- 
ous parts  in  tite  advancement  of  civilisation  and  the  development  of 
commerce,  it  will  become  a  thing  of  the  past,  and  exist  only  as  a 
reminiscence  in  the  history  of  the  progress  of  mankind.  No  matter 
how  skeptical  the  thooghtful,  the  intelligent  or  the  scientlflc  stu* 
dent  may  be,  or  what  economical  considerations  may  be  involved, 
it  is  apparent  that  for  certain  purposes  of  tram^portation,  at  least, 
this  invisible  and  mysterious  power  is  almost  limitless  in  its  uses. 
A  scientific  discussion  of  this  subject  with  referenee  to  the  possi- 
bilities in  the  uses  of  this  now  aj^ency  would  be  perhai>s  forei<;n  to 
this  paper,  for,  us  before  indicated,  the  results  already  acroniplislu  d 
leave  no  room  for  doubt  as  to  the  importance  of  electricity  as  a 
motiv'i*  power. 

If  the  time  is  uear  at  hand,  as  many  enthusiasts  claim,  when  the 
great  trains  carryiiij^  our  products  from  farm,  factory,  forcbt  and 
mine,  from  city  to  city,  and  across  the  continent,  are  to  be  moved,  to 
a  great  extent,  by  the  electric  railways,  the  conclusion  must  be  that 
national  regulation  will  be  as  imperative  a  necessity  with  reference 
to  the  welfare  of  the  public  in  the  transportation  of  commodities  over 
the  electric  railways  as  existed  when  a  few  years  ago  it  seemed  neces- 
sary to  establish  a  national  regulation  for  steam  railways*  Any 
other  position  wonld  be  defenceless,  for  while  it  is  not  a  matter  of 
any  great  importance  to  the  shipper  what  power  is  used  to  convey  his 
products,  his  wares  and  his  merchandise,  it  is  to  bis  Interest  to  have 
equal  facilities,  good  accommodations,  fair  rates  and  freedom  from 
discrimination.  Assnmin*;  for  the  sake  of  argument,  that  we  are 
entering  upon  a  period  when  the  electric  railways  will  be  an  im- 
]H)!fant  factor  in  transportation,  it  is  submitted  that  tlie  same  rca- 
i?on.H  that  caused  Congress  to  enact  the  Inter-Stale  Commt'rce  laws 
will  necessitate  similar  enactments  for  the  rejjulatinn  of  Inter-State 
electric  railways,  unless  the  present  law  is  sutlicienlly  broad  and  * 
comprehensive  to  cover  them.  In  the  absence  of  such  regulation  we 
should  find  the  electric  railway  jnanager,  as  we  found  the  steam  rail- 
way manager,  the  absolute,  ilnal  arbiter  on  all  disputed  questions 
that  arise  between  the  shipper  and  the  common  carrier  regarding  the 
K>flsonablene8s  of  rates,  and  the  more  important  question  of  dis- 
crimination. He  would  Jie  limited  in  his  absolute  powers  only  by 
the  competition  which  might  exist  between  himself  and  the  managers 
of  the  steam  railways  or  other  electric  railways,  and  there  wonld  be 
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Opened  to  him  ;i  prolitic  lield  for  piittin^j;  in  operation  all  tlu'  abuses 
that  .vi;i!s  ago  were  allegeil  to  exi^i  ou  the  steam  railwavh  of  the 
coiHiii'v.  Indeed,  it  may  be  safely  assumed  that  many  of  the  in- 
t  i[ualiiit's.  discfiniinations,  rebates,  drawbacks  aiui  other  abuses 
agaiu«t  ilie  public  welfare  that  eharaeterized  steam  railway  opera- 
tions before  the  passiige  of  the  Inter-State  Oominepre  law  would 
agaiu  flourish  in  the  management  of  electric  railways;  therefore, 
the  necessity  for  governmental  control  would  be  imperative. 

These  observations  are  based  on  the  assumption  thai  satisfactory 
results  have  been  aecomplished  to  indicate  that  the  electric  railways 
will  participate  to  an  appreciable  extent  in  the  transportation  of  our 
products.  It  remains  to  be  sei^u  whether  or  not  ihis  assumption 
is  well  founded.  It  can  scarcely  be  maintained  thai  it  is.  The  con- 
servative ii-.an  will  be  slow  to  asssert  what  can  and  what  cannot  be 
done  with  eli  t  i  rieir.v,  for  \\  h:\\  we  now  observe  with  our  limited 
knowled<;e  and  wisdom  may  seem  ext  eedin^ly  stale.  Hat  and  nnpiofil- 
able  a  few  years  hence,  owing  to  the  remarkable  uses  to  which  this 
aprency  n»ay  be  put  and  the  wonderful  powers  it  may  be  made  to 
manifest.  It  may  bt'come  a  panarea  for  many  of  our  ills,  and  may 
probably  be  used  lo  move  no  incuu.siderable  amount  of  the  commerce 
of  the  world,  but  it  is  nevertheless  far  from  having  been  demon- 
strated that  from  an  economical  standpoint  it  can  be  successfully 
used  as  a  motive  power  for  long  distance  passenger  and  freight 
traffic.  In  other  words,  electricity  may  be  so  employed  that  heavy 
trains  of  cars  may  be  moved  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Paclflc,  but  no 
one  who  has  given  the  subject  careful  consideration  has  been  able 
to  show  that  the  movement  of  heavy  trains  by  electri<dty  for  long 
distances  can  be  accomplished  with  as  much  ei  onomy  as  by  the 
use  of  steam.  Day  after  day  we  read  in  the  public  pre.ss  of  the  new 
discoveries  of  the  wonderful  power  of  electric  for<-es.  but  before 
<-onclusions  are  arrived  at  as  to  the  p<>ssibiliti«'s  of  transporting  the 
great  commerce  of  this  country  with  ele«  tricity  as  a  motive  power, 
let  us  see  what  advancement  has  been  made  in  the  directions  indi- 
cated. Fronj  the  most  reliable  statist i<  s  nl  liand  it  is  siscertainr-d 
that  electric  railway  capitalization  is  ab<»ni  tiue  half  billion  didiarn. 
or  <M|ual  to  one  twentieth  of  the  entire  capitalization  of  .sieam  rail 
ways  in  the  United  States.  It  is  to  be  remembered,  however,  that 
there  is  a  general  allegation  that  a  considerable  portion  of  th^s 
capitalisation  is  fictitious;  that  Is  to  say,  that  the  roads  are  mainly 
built  on  proceeds  of  bonds,  the  capital  stock  being  largely  used  as 
bonus.  It  is  also  ascertained  that  the  number  of  electric  railways 
in  operation  is  about  one  thousand,  with  between  eleven  and  twelve 
thousand  miles  of  track  and  more  than  twenty-five  thousiind  cars, 
and  that  these  railways  In  some  states,  by  specific  authority  of  law 
and  in  others  by  an  assumption  of  right,  though  ultra  vires  are  en- 
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gaged  in  the  transportation  of  baggage,  mail,  express  and  freight  in 
a  limited  way,  in  addition  to  the  carrying  of  passengers.  There  are, 
it  is  said,  npwards  of  sixty  electric  railways  that  carry  freight,  and  it 
is  apparent  that  there  are  many  r  nrrying  express,  and  perhaps  more 
engaged  in  carrying  mail  for  the  United  States  Qoveriuneiit.  With 
a  view  of  asterljuuin^  the  most  recent  data  on  this  subject,  a  com 
munication  wus  addressed  to  the  railway  commisaioners  of  the 
several  stntt-s.  as  follows: 

"What  supervision,  if  any,  are  you  by  law  authorized  to  exercise 
over  street  mil  ways? 

"Is  thcie  any  Ihw  now  in  your  state,  or  auy  legislation  pending  or 
propowed.  Hufhoii/irig  street  railways  to  engage  in  transportation 
otJier  than  the  transportation  of  passengers? 

"U  street  railways  in  your  state  engage  in  the  transportation  of 
freight,  expressage  or  United  Btates  mails,  please  state  the  total 
amonnt  received  by  them,  as  reported  to  the  State  Ooyemment  for 
the  ilscal  year  covered  by  yonr  last  report,  giving  the  amounts  sepa^ 
rately,  first,  as  to  passengers  carried;  second,  freight  transported; 
third,  expressage;  foarth.  United  States  mails. 

'Tlcase  state  whether  or  not,  in  yonr  opinion,  street  railways  en- 
gaged in  the  transportation  of  passengers,  freight,  expressage  or 
I'nitrMl  States  mails,  of  an  inter-state  character  should  be  made  sub- 
ject to  the  snnio  intfr-state  commence  laws  of  th(*  T'nitod  States  that 
govern  steam  railways  engaged  in  the  transportation  of  inter-state 
commerce." 

The  proper  i)tli<;ials  of  thirty-four  states  made  reply  to  this  letter 
ut  iiKiiiiry,  from  which  wo  learn  that  there  are  but  niin-  states  in 
wliieh  street  and  electric  railways  are  the  subject  of  state  supervi- 
sion. In  a  few  states  they  carry  freight;  in  five  express  is  allowed 
to  be  carried,  and  in  five  mail  is  carried.  There  are  four  states  where 
by  general  ensctment  or  by  provisions  in  special  charters  electrie 
railways  are  anthorized  to  carry  freight  and  express,  while  in  Penn- 
sylvania and  some  other  states  the  law  sanctions  only  the  carrying 
of  mail.  Of  the  thirty-four  states  referred  to,  fourteen  favor  inter- 
state regulation  of  the  electric  railways,  whenever  th^  shall  be- 
come engaged  to  any  n|i[»r(M  iable  extent  in  the  transportation  of 
inter-slate  commerce.  The  officials  of  two  states  opposo  national 
regulation,  and  the  others  express  no  opinion  on  the  subject. 

It  was  impossiblp  to  sornro  any  estimate  of  the  amount  of  monoy 
<'I('<  frii'  railways  recoivo  for  tho  transportation  of  freight,  oxpress 
aixl  mail,  but  th»'  amount  is  apparontlv  very  insi^Miificant.  as  appears 
by  the  re{»orts  of  the  raihvay  coniiiiissioncrs  nf  the  Rtat»*s  of  New 
V'ork  and  Ma^^'^achu.sctts.  whr-re  the  railways  to  some  extent  engago 
in  the  transportation  of  freight,  e.xpress  and  mail.  TTie  receipts 
in  these  states  are  very  trifling,  the  amount  being  so  small  as  to  be 
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of  no  importance.  The  freight  carried  by  electric  railways  as  tbe 
present  time  is  so  insignificant  in  aniuunt  that  it  is  not  felt  by  the 
steam  roads,  and  there  would  seem  to  be  no  pressing  need  for  na- 
tional legislation  to  meet  Inequalities  and  discriminations  In  inter* 
state  transportation  on  electric  railways,  for  so  far  as  can  be  offi> 
daily  ascertained,  none  exist.  As  before  stated,  the  capitalisation  of 
the  electric  railways  seems  to  aggregate  about  Ave  hundred  mil* 
lions  of  dollars,  but  were  a  close  Investigation  made  of  the  lines  of 
railways  in  which  this  vast  amount  is  claimed  to  be  invested,  it 
would  bo  foiiiHl  that  it  is  substantially  utilized  in  the  con<st ruction  of 
lines  and  the  furnishing  of  equipments  within  the  limits  of  munici 
palities  and  for  lines  connecting  nearby  cities  or  towns,  frenorally 
separated  from  each  other  by  less  tliaii  twenty  miles.  It  is  true, 
tliat  lines  have  been  projected,  and  hutiu'  may  be  in  ])iocess  of  con- 
Jstruction.  of  frrenler  length,  but  whei«  the  dis^tance  is  great  the 
careful  eii^'iueer  in  inoving"  slowly.  In  short,  electric  railways  may 
become,  and  possible  are,  at  present,  live  competitors  of  the  steam 
roads,  for  short  hauls,  but  for  knij;  duslauce  there  so  far  as  can  be 
learned,  no  competition  either  for  freight  or  passenger  traffic. 

It  is  beyond  our  power  to  predict  what  may  be  done  by  the  elec- 
tric railways  in  the  future,  but  it  is  certain  that  they  will  not  engage 
in  long  distance  freight  and  passenger  traffic  until  It  shall  be  satis* 
factorily  proved  that  from  an  economical  standpoint  they  can  carry 
passengers  and  freight  as  cheaply  as  the  steam  roads.  Looking  at 
this  subject  from  a  financial  standpoint  and  judging  from  experi- 
ments that  have  been  made,  It  would  seem  that  electricity  can  be 
used  with  great  economy  to  move  cars  in  cities  for  the  transportation 
of  passencrers.  and  for  suburban  and  inter-urban  pas<?enprer  and 
fi'<M'i:]it  tranic,  and  jmssibly  between  towns  of  larjje  size  with  thit  kl> 
p(  I  iil;i!ed  comninnit ieg  between  them,  wliere  the  convenience  of  the 
])uliiic  will  be  served  by  frequently  moving'  irjiins,  electricily  niav  be 
used  succesHfully  as  a  motive  power.  Where  these  conditions  exist 
steam  railways,  by  reasdu  of  their  physical  condition,  manntM-  of 
construction  and  inability  to  move  cars  on  public  thoroughfares  ami 
through  streets  of  municipalities,  cannot  successfully  compete  with 
electric  railways.  On  the  other  hand,  in  long  distances  hauls  of 
passenger  and  freight  traffic,  steam  railways,  from  economical  con- 
siderations, have  the  advantage,  and  will  continue  to  hold  it  unless 
there  shall  be  developments  in  the  application  of  electricity  as  a 
motive  power  that  will  give  promise  of  greater  economy  than  at  pres- 
ent. It  must  be  remembered  that  the  high  cost  of  electric  plants  and 
locomotives,  the  difficulties  encountered  and  the  great  expense  at- 
t<»nding  the  transmission  of  power  for  hmg  distances,  render  it  next 
to  impossible  to  put  the  electric  locomotive  in  compf'tition  with  tlie 
fiteam  locomotive. 
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In  an  able  paper  publialied  in  the  annual  report  of  the  railway 
commlsidoneni  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts  for  1895  this  question  of 
economy  as  applied  to  electric  railways  is  discussed  at  considerable 
length,  and  the  conclusions  arrived  at  seem  warranted  by  the  facts 
as  they  exist  in  the  present  stage  of  electric  development. 

In  this  report  it  is  said:  *'The  most  efficient  and  ecounmieal  ase 
of  electric  power  will  be  found  where  there  is  a  considers bl«»  and 
steady  volume  of  local  and  short-distance  travel,  which  l  equires  or 
justifies  the  running  of  numerous  light  passen?r<»r  trains  at  short  and 
regular  intervals,  so  that  tlio  trains  will  bo  constantly  and  uniformly 
distributed  over  the  railroad  line.  The  most  ( flicient  and  ec3nonucal 
nse  of  steam  power,  on  the  other  hand,  will  bp  realized  where  the 
traffic  is  roncentrated  in  heavy  trains,  run  at  infrequent  and  ir- 
regular intorvals,  in  accordance  with  the  usual  method  of  conduct- 
ing thronjih  or  long  distance  transportation." 

From  the  data  given  herein  it  is  apparent  that  while  electric  rail* 
ways  are  important  in  the  transportation  of  passengers  In  mnnieipali- 
tiet,  and  while  there  is  a  large  amount  of  money  invested  in  their  con- 
struction and  equipment,  they  have  not  yet  become  factors  to  an  ap- 
preciable extent  in  the  transportation  of  commodities  between  the 
states,  and  there  is  therefore  no  pressing  necessity  for  additional 
national  regulation.  It  is  not  assumed,  however,  that  there  is  not  a 
principle  involved,  and  that  whatever  Timy  be  done  of  an  inter-state 
character  by  electric  railways,  though  insignificant  in  amount,  should 
not  escape  the  notice  of  the  National  Government,  for  equal  facili- 
ties and  freedom  from  discrimination  should  characterize  the  acts  of 
common  cnrriors.  Tt  is  assumed,  however,  that  the  transportation 
of  passengers  and  freight  of  an  inter  state  character  is  so  slight  upon 
the  electric  railways  at  this  time  tluit  it  would  seem  to  belittle  Con- 
gress to  make  additional  provisions  for  their  regulation. 

With  reference  to  the  propriety  of  state  regulation  and  super- 
vision of  electric  railways,  and,  indeed,  of  all  corporations  enjoying 
the  rights  of  common  carriers  and  subject  to  the  duties  which  by 
statute  and  common  law  devolve  upon  them,  we  see  no  room  for  ar- 
gument. Having  regard  for  the  safety,  welfare,  comfort  find  con- 
venience of  the  passengers  and  the  protection  of  the  shipper,  state 
supervision  is  a  necessity.  This  view  of  the  case  is  reinforced  from 
all  direction,  and  its  adoption  would  conserve  all  interests. 

Street  railways  have  generally  been  confined  to  cities  and  towns, 
and  until  recently  the  cars  has  been  moved  by  horse  power.  The 
transition  from  horse  to  electric  power  has  been  rapid,  mtwT  with 
this  change  the  limits  and  powers  of  the  corporations  have  been 
somewhat  extended.  Yet  so  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  observe,  it 
has  not  been  the  intention  of  the  legislative  authority  to  so  enlarge 
their  powers  as  to  enable  them  to  perform  the  functions  exercised 
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b.V  steam  ruilwa.v.s.  iiovvuver,  il  iuuBt;  be  ackiiuwledyed  that  gixai 
efforts  are  uow  being  made  tu  put  these  roads  to  uses  for  which  they 
are  not  adapted,  and  for  which  from  the  statutes  in  force,  it  is  ap- 
I»arent  they  never  were  intended.  If  the;y  are  to  exercise  the  rights 
of  common  carriers  and  attempt  to  deliver  passengers  and  freight 
with  the  promptness  of  the  steam  railways,  they  should  be  compelled 
to  abandon  the  public  highways  and  seek  rights  of  way  in  the  manner 
prescribed  for  steam  railroad  corporations.  To  use  (he  public  high- 
ways in  carrying  passengers  and  freight  in  competition  with  the 
steam  railways  would  amount  to  a  wrongful  amotion  of  the  rights 
of  the  public,  for  tlu'  life  of  the  pedestrian  and  of  those  in  vehicles 
would  be  greatly  Imzaidod.  Indeed,  the  nianntr  in  which  elertrir 
railways  imw  using:  tlie  hij^liways  has  'j^ie;nlv  <li\(Mt<'f]  1r:n'  l 
from  them  and  rendered  them  dangerous  to  \  r  hs-mI  tor  llie  i>ui  ii<»s -s 
for  which  they  \\i'n>  intended,  and  for  which  tor  centuries  some  of 
thorn  have  been  nsrd. 

There  is  mueii  need  of  wholesome  state  legislation  and  regulation, 
for  electric  railways  are  growing  rapidly  and  are  generally  far  in 
advance  of  the  laws  authorizing  their  existence  and  controlling  their 
operation.  No  electric  road  outside  of  municipal  cohtrol  should  be 
allowed  to  cross  the  steam  railroad  at  grade.  The  safety  of  pas- 
sengers on  both  roads  demands  this,  while  the  interests  of  both  cor- 
porations would  be  conserved  by  such  prohibition.  Rigid  laws  for 
the  protection  of  property,  vested  rights,  life  and  limb  should  be 
passed  in  every  state  of  the  Union  where  much  provisinn  does  not 
now  exist,  to  the  end  that  grade  cr<»ssings  of  the  kind  suggested 
and  the  improper  uses  of  the  public  highways  sliould  be  abolished. 

The  railways  commissionepj  of  »^ach  state,  or  sonn»  other  state 
official  or  ofJidals,  should  be  <  r}j:<'d  with  Mic  dniirs  of  a  faithful 
execution  of  such  a  law  as  Ints  been  su<;;:t'S!iiMj,  and  they  should  also 
be  empowered  to  exact  the  obedience  thereto  of  all  concerned. 

Entertaining  these  views,  the  following  resoluti<»ns  nrc  respect- 
fully submitted  for  such  action  as  the  convention  may  deem  proper 
in  the  premises: 

•Resolved,  That  it  is  the  judgment  of  this  convention  that  when- 
ever it  shall  apiH?ar  that  electric  railways  in  their  develoipment  are 
concerned  in  the  transportation  of  passenger  or  freight  traffic  to  an 
appreciable  extent,  or  when  they  shall  become  competitors  of  the 
steam  railway  corporations  in  the  transportation  of  commerce  of  an 
inter  state  character,  Congress  should  by  suitable  legislation  pro- 
vide for  their  ronnlntion  so  far  as  their  operations  are  concerned  in 
the  transportation  of  commerce  between  states. 

Resolved.  That  it  is  desirable  that  nniform  laws  be  passed  in  each 
slate  of  the  Union  pt  oviding  for  tlie  n  gnlation  and  control  of  electric 
railways  and  their  operations,  as  well  as  all  public  corporations  en- 
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joying  the  rights  and  discharging  the  duties  pertaining  to  common 
carriers;  and  that  in  no  case  should  railways,  when  intended  to  be 
constructed  or  opci-ated  between  centers  of  population,  be  allowed 
to  take  or  occupy  I  he  public  or  township  roads,  except  such  portion 
or  portions  thereof  as  may  he  reasonnhly  necessary;  and  that  the 
obligation  fshall  be  upon  such  dfctric  railways  to  ren<nv  or  supply 
any  portion  uf  said  public  or  township  roads  winch  they  may  find 
it  necessary  to  fHcnpy.  in  advance  of  their  taking  or  occupancy 
thereof;  to  the  tnd  that  the  rights  of  all,  whether  of  the  carrier  or 
the  public,  shall  be  fairly  conserved  and  the  safety  of  travelers  on 
the  railways  or  on  the  pnhlie  highways  be  given  the  greatest  possible 
freedom  from  accident.

STREET  BAILWAY& 


The  general  laws  under  wliich  s\\v*-i  railways  are  organized  and 
Mianagcil  in  Pennsylvania  arc  ffuind  in  the  enactments  of  ISsO.  TUi» 
art  pr(»vi»!»-s  for  the  incorporaticui.  iIh*  ;zrnntin^  of  rluirtcr,  bestows 
(lie  p(t\\.-rN  and  privileges,  authorizes  extensi<.iis  df  liiKs  an<1  th" 
const rui  t ion  of  branches,  provides  for  increase  of  rajulal  stock  and 
funded  imicblcdncs^s  within  certain  limitn.  and  ainon|jj  other  things 
provides  that  it  shall  be  the  duly  of  all  siruel  railway  corporations 
(•bartered  under  the  act  to  make  out  and  return  t«)  the  Aiulitor  Gen 
eral  an  annual  report  according  to  the  form  to  be  prescrilx  d  by  said 
Auditor  General,  embracing  in  detail  the  operationt)  and  affairs  of 
the  corporation  for  the  fiscal  year  mentioned.  This  act  aUo  provides 
that  the  Auditor  General  shall  prescribe  and  furnish  the  blanks*upoii 
which  this  annual  report  shall  be  made.  This  last  provision  is  a 
sample  of  the  carelessness  that  characterizes  some  of  the  legislation 
found  upon  the  statute  books  of  Pennsylvania.  The  pretient  constt- 
tufion,  article  seventeen,  section  <'leven,  provides  that  **The  existing 
powjM's  anrl  duties  of  the  Auditor  General  in  regard  to  railroads, 
canals  ami  other  transp<»rtnf ion  companies,  except  as  to  their  ao- 
<-ounfs,  are  hereby  transfeir«Ml  ii>  Soorefary  of  fnti-rnal  Affairs, 
vAiu  shall  have  ji  i;enpral  snpei\iston  over  thfiu.  subject  to  such 
regulations  and  alterations  as  shall  l>e  provided  l»y  law.  and  in  addi- 
tion to  the  annual  reports  imu  letpiired  u>  he  made  s.iirj  Secrotarv 
may  require  special  reporls  at  any  time  upon  nu\  Miibjeo  relating  lo 
the  business  of  aaid  company,  from  any  officer  or  ofticers  thereof." 
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The  ad  of  1889,  which  relates  to  annual  reporta,  ia  in  violation  of 
the  claosi^  of  the  Constitution  above  referred  ta  A  representative 
of  the  Department  of  Internal  Atl'airs  called  the  attention  of  the 
Senatoi-  having  charge  of  the  bill  to  this  clause  during  the  pendency 
oi!  the  bill  in  the  Senate,  but  the  correction  wan  not  made,  and  it 
therefore  went  through  both  branches  of  the  Assembly,  receiving 
the  Executive's  apju  oval  and  is  now  an  i\u^  statuti'  books.  The  Au- 
dit(>r  Gener:il  b'  in;.'^  convinced  of  iis  ihk  tmstitutionaliiy,  refused  to 
exccut(  tlt<'  d.jiics  ii  :itleinj>ted  tu  iiniiutse  upon  him,  and  none  of  the 
raihvuy  couipauies  iucoi poraicd  imder  the  provisions  of  that  act 
hav'j  ever  made  sm  h  r(*p(  i  ts  io  (he  Auditor  Geiieiai.  The  iiiUtake 
or  crM'Iessness  in  the  prepaialiun  of  the  bcctiun  of  the  aci  referred  to 
is  made  more  conspicuous  from  the  fact  that  in  the  same  session 
and  0.1  the  day  previous  a  bill  was  approved  and  became  a  law  pro* 
vidlng  that  all  railways  companies  should  make  their  annual  reports 
•  to  the  Secretary  of  Internal  Affairs.  They  are  therefore  two  enact* 
raents  upon  the  statute  books,  passed  at  the  same  session,  in  direct 
opposition  to  each  other,  and  the  one  relating  to  the  organisation  of 
ati'eet  railways,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  annnal  reports,  being  in  direct 
violation  of  the  Constitution.  The  act  of  1S8!),  perhaps,  in  other 
points  was  well  considered  and  may  be  regarded  as  a  wholesome  en- 
actment, but  the  laws  that  have  been  pa?!sed  since  1889  have  created 
much  conftisinn  witli  reference  to  street  railways. 

Motor  power  coiiipanie.s  wvvv  authorized  by  the  act  of  1SS7.  They 
were  aiiiliorized,  first,  to  have  iierpetual  succession;  second,  to  main- 
tain and  defend  judi(  ial  proceed iii«z.s;  third,  to  make  and  use  a  com- 
mon seal;  fourth,  lo  hold,  purcha«e,  maintain,  base,  mortgage,  sell 
and  transfer  real  and  personal  property;  hfth,  to  make  by  laws  not 
inconsistent  with  the  laws;  sixth,  to  enter  into  any  obligation  neces- 
sary for  the  transaction  of  their  business;  seventh,  to  invest  its 
funds  in  the  purchase  of  shares  of  stock  and  bonds  of  any  corporation 
whose  works,  railway  motors  or  other  property  are  leased,  operated 
or  constructed  by  it;  eighth,  to  lease  the  property  and  franchises 
of  passenger  railway  companies,  which  they  may  desire  to  operate, 
and  to  operate  snid  railways. 

In  l.^Oo,  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  provision  was  made 
giving  street  passenger  railway  companies,  whose  lines  are  not  on 
township  or  county  roads,  the  right  to  sell  or  to  lease,  or  to  lease  and 
to  sell,  its  property  and  frandiiscs  to  nny  tracti(m  or  motor  power 
cf-mjinny  incorporated  umler  the  hiw«<  of  tliis  Commonwealth.  Such 
railway  eoinpauie>i  were  aisu  a nt h<(ri/,( d  to  enter  into  contract  witli 
Ihe  trnetion  or  motor  lonipanies  for  the  <  oiisi i-iirj  ion  of  their  lines 
and  ihr  Wni  ti  uf  any  »'oni{»ani("S  opei'ah'd  or  conl I'olled  by  sucli  eor- 
porations.  and  for  such  construction  they  were  authorized  to  issue 
bonds  to  any  amouot  not  exceeding  the  capital  stock  outstandinj^ 
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III  Other  words,  llie  act  of  1895  allows  motor  componies  which  were 
originally  organized  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  power,  to  become 
street  railway  companies;  at  least,  so  far  as  the  owncrahip  of  the 
stock,  issaance  of  funded  indebtedness,  leasing,  controlling,  purchas- 
ing or  operating  of  the  street  railways  is  concerned.  This  legislation 
has  doubtlessly  furnished  limitless  opportunities  for  the  increasing 
of  capital  stocks  and  funded  indebtedness  of  corporations  directly  or 
indirectly  interested  in  the  construction,  maintenance  and  operation 
of  street  railway.  For  it  is  apparent  from  the  returns  of  the  cor- 
porations, ditaiU  of  which  are  published  in  this  report,  that  tlie 
capitalization  of  the  street  railways  of  Pennsylvania  has  passed  be- 
yond the  lifiiits  of  all  reason.  Some  of  the  traction  companies  that 
have  millions  of  dullais  ut  stocks  and  bonds  outstanding  tind  it 
dillicult  to  show  a  cost  of  road  and  equipment  to  reach  eveu  hundreds 
of  thousands.  The  truthfulness  of  this  statement  will  be  borne  out 
by  those  who  in  making  annual  report  for  this  year  have  found  it 
impossible  to  maintain  a  proper  proportion  between  cost  of  road 
and  equipment  and  stocks  and  bonds  outstanding.  The  hope  of  the 
recent  legislation  in  reference  to  the  financial  affairs  of  street  rail- 
ways Is  that  it  may  result  in  eliminating  many  of  the  subsidiary 
corporations  by  mergers  and  consolidations.  Whatever  elements 
of  financial  confusion  may  be  eliminated  from  the  affairs  of  street 
railways  in  the  future,  it  is  a  fact  that  now  during  the  transition 
period  from  the  old  s.vstoms  of  operations  and  financial  transaction 
to  the  new  schemes  it  is  difficult  to  find  positive  or  specific  data  from 
which  to  make  conclusions. 


6XOCKS,  BONDS  AM)  TOTAL  CAPITA  LI  ZATlOi^  OF  STlifiKT 


Liiduubtedly,  any  statistics  purporting  to  show  the  amount  of 
capital  stock  concerned  in  street  railways  would  fail  to  be  accurate 
for  the  reason  that  there  Is  apparently  dupUeations.  The  total 
amount  of  capital  stock  outstanding,  and  indeed  the  entire  amount 
of  capitalisation,  included  funded  indebtedness  and  current  liabili- 
ties, cannot  be  construed  by  any  means  as  indicating  the  amount 
of  money  invested  in  street  railways  in  Pennsylvania.  For  instance, 
a  corporation  is  organised  with  a  capital  stock  of,  say,  f 100,000,  and 
perhaps  ten  per  cent,  paid  in,  the  company  being  organised  as  a 
street  railway  company,  to  be  operated  by  horse  power.  Then  an 
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electric  railway  company  is  oripukised,  and  becomes  possesied  of 
tbe  stock  of  tiie  passenger  railway  company,  either  by  actnal  pur- 
chase from  the  stockholders  or  by  exchange  of  stocJ£  of  the  paaienger 
railway  for  that  of  the  electric  railway.  Subsequently  a  motor  com- 
pany is  organized  and  goes  through  the  same  process  of  purchase 
or  interexchauge  of  stock.  This  may  be  followed  by  ihe  formation 
of  another  company  designated  as  a  consolidated  traction  company 
or  a  rapid  transit  company,  and  ihe  stune  piocvns  followed  with 
regard  to  capitalization  and  exchangv  of  Hlocks.  Therefore,  the 
figures  i;i\en  in  the  coiumns  of  uihle  A  hiiowiug  amount  of  capital 
atock  outstanding  and  the  aiuuinu  of  fundtil  indebtedness  may  be 
entirely  misleadin^^  aa  to  the  actuai  amount  of  casli  invested  in  street 
raiisvay  construction,  liowevei',  the  corporal  ions  are  in  existence, 
their  capital  stock  is  outstanding  and  a  is  not  a  iiiai!«  i  ui  any  par- 
ticulai'  importance  as  to  who  owns  the  same,  so  far  as  showing  the 
total  amount  of  capital  stock  outstanding  is  concerned.  It  is  found 
by  compilation  of  the  capital  stock  that  the  total  amount  of  |154, 
973y2d3.  The  companies  reporting  the  largest  amount  of  capital 
stock  outstanding  ai*e  the  Consolidated  Traction  Company,  of  Pitts- 
burg^ a  corporation  now  operating  137*14  miles  of  line.  The 
amount  of  bonded  indebtedness,  If  any,  of  this  corporation  is  not 
reported,  as  the  organization  took  place  so  near  the  close  of  the  fiscal 
year  that  all  details  with  reference  to  organization  and  capitalization 
were  not  filed  here.  The  next  corporation  is  that  of  the  Union 
Traction,  Philadelphia,  organized  with  an  authorized  capital  of  930,- 
000,000.  It  appears  from  the  report,  however,  that  but  16,986,095 
are  actually  outstanding.  No  funded  indebtedness  is  reported  by 
this  company,  although  it  guarantees  the  iutere^t  on  129,712,963  of 
four  per  cent,  stock  trust  certificates,  etc.  U  does  not  appear  from 
the  report  of  this  company  that  any  bonds  have  been  issued  either 
to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  inieresl  or  principal  of  (his  large 
amount.  TTierefore,  whatever  obligations  of  this  nature  exist  witli 
reference  to  the  Union  Traction  <'onipnny  do  not  appear  in  the 
column  ol  table  A  showing  the  funded  indrlitcdness  of  this  corpo- 
ration. The  Wilkes  lJarre  and  \\  voiiiin;^  X  alley  Traction  Company 
has  a  capital  stock  of  !?4,H:i2.sO(l.  fund.  ii  indebtedness  of  ?1,Sjr,.00(). 
current  liahilities  of  $;it).S,7yO,  or  a  total  capitalization  of  #G,9i)ti,5!>0. 
This  company  o])erate8  only  C3.2G  miles  of  line. 

Many  observations  might  be  made  with  reference  to  the  capitaliza- 
tion of  street  railwavs  which  would  show  financial  iiansactions  of 
a  decidedly  questionable  character,  but  it  is  thought  advisable  to 
speak  of  the  capitalization  only  in  a  general  way.  The  total  capi* 
talization,  which  includes  stock  outstanding  and  funded  indebt- 
Hluess.  $154,97X203;  bonds,  |41.0:{0,790;  current  liabilities,  |25,638,- 
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!»♦;:».  is  ;^L'L*l,wa,052.  These  companies,  as  appears  elsewhere  have  a 
mileage  of  1,561.89,  from  which  it  is  seen  that  the  total  capitaliza- 
tion per  ijiilc  of  road  is  nearly  §142,000.  It  must  be  remembered 
al^^o  that  lliis  only  imludeii  about  seveu  and  three-quarters  millions 
of  the  capital  stoek  of  the  L'nion  Traction  Company,  of  Philadelphia, 
which  is  presumed  to  be  much  greater  than  that  amount,  while  the 
mileage  of  the  roads  has  not  increaiKd  to  any  appreciable  extent 
since  the  dose  of  tlie  fiscal  year  covered  by  this  report,  and  tliere- 
fore  the  capitalization  per  mile  of  road  is  much  more  than  |142,000. 
The  feet  that  the  steam  railways  in  the  United  States,  the  construc- 
tion of  which  mnst  of  necessity  be  several  times  a»  expensive  per 
mile  of  road  as  street  railways,  show  a  capitalisation,  indnding 
stock  ontstanding,  funded  indebtedness  and  current  liabilities,  of 
about  |63,00Q  per  mile,  indicates  that  the  street  railways  of  Penn- 
sylvania have  ft  capitalization  the  magnitude  of  which  it  is  hard 
to  account  for.  Recent  legislation  with  refen^nce  to  the  control, 
leasing  and  operating  of  Htreet  railway  companies  by  motor  and 
traction  companies  has  probably  led  to  this  extraordinary  capital!* 
cation. 


OF  BOAD  AJUD  £QUIPM£i]T. 


The  total  cost  of  8ti*eet  roads  reported  for  the  year  was  J^*J8,34i, 
984.06.  In  some  cases  the  amount  reported  as  cost  of  road  also  in 
eludes  <  omi  of  equipment,  and  ii  is,  t  herefore,  impossible  to  determine 
jusi  what  the  exact  cost  of  roads  Las  been.  The  cost  of  equipment 
is  reported  at  I^IT,!*  ls,55U.99.  As  before  indicated,  this  does  not 
cover  the  entire  cost  of  t quiptii.-ni.  The  total  cost  of  road  and  equip- 
ment in  reporii'd  at  ^1 1 0.L'lMj.r).'*,,".  05.  The  entire  capitalization,  as 
iH-lore  slated,  is  1  .<»41>,u."j_'.  showing  a  *ifreat  disparity  between  tlie 
total  capitaiizaiion  and  iJie  lijtal  cost  of  road  and  equipnieul.  It  if* 
true  the  corporations  own  stocks  and  bonds  to  the  amount  of  |27,- 
184,412,  but  even  the  addition  of  this  amount  to  the  cost  of  road  and 
equipm^t  leaves  a  iivvixt  disparity.  The  total  of  coat  of  road  and 
equipment  as  given  in  table  B  is  taken  from  the  returns  of  the  com- 
panies, but  it  cannot  be  commended  as  entirely  reliable,  owing  to 
the  financial  changes  that  have  taken  place  in  the  control  and  opera* 
tion  of  the  different  lines.  The  present  ofllcers  In  many  cases  have 
no  records  or  other  information  to  enable  them  to  make  estimates 
that  an*  r«*liable,  and  where  they  certif^y  that  they  are  not  able  to 
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give  such  positiTe  information,  they  have  in  some  ca«e»  arrived  at- 
the  cost  of  road  and  equipment  by  giving  the  total  amoont  of  stock 
outstanding,  to  which  is  added  funded  indebtedness  and  current  lia- 
bilities. This,  they  claim,  is  the  nearest  approach  they  can  make 
to  the  actual  cost.  It  must  be  admitted  that  the  evidence  is  over- 
whelming that  the  flgures  given  are  in  excess  of  the  actual  cost,  but 
they  are  subiaitled  with  this  report  as  the  best  information  the 
Bureau  could  obtain.  A  '^tudy  of  table  li  will  disclose  the  I'act  thnt 
the  cost  of  vond  :ind  equipment  of  most  of  the  subsidiary  companies 
is  included  m  the  report  of  the  lessee  company  or  sub-lessee  com- 
pany, and  in  many  cases  in  the  report  of  the  operatinjj  comj>any. 
Much  confusion  arises  from  the  fact  that  the  lessee  company  becomes 
the  owner  of  the  slock  of  the  lessor  company  and  issues  its  bunds  to 
cover  the  bonded  indebtedness  also  of  the  lessor  company  and  as- 
sumes the  paymeui  of  its  current  liabililies.  In  some  cases  the 
obligation  of  the  lessee  company  to  pay  interest  and  funded  debt 
of  the  lessor  company  is  given  in  the  way  of  a  guarantee  withoat 
tlie  issuance  of  bonds  for  that  purpose.  It  is  regretted,  owing  to 
these  varied  conditions,  that  so  little  confidence  can  be  placed  ii^ 
the  flgnres  given  in  this  report  relative  to  capitalization  and  cost 
of  street  roads  and  equipment  of  street  railways.

The  number  of  motor  cars  in  the  service  of  the  street  railways  of 
Pennsylvania  is  reported  at  3,319.  Of  this  number  the  Union  Trac- 
tion Company,  of  Philadelphia,  has  1,453;  the  Ilestonville,  Mantua 
and  Fairmount  Passenger  Kailway  Company,  of  Philadelphia,  153; 
the  Wilkes  Enrre  and  Wyoming  Valley  Traction  C(imi)any.  Ml;  the 
Scranton  Traction  Company,  103;  tlie  Second  Avenue  Traction  Com 
pany,  of  Pittsburgh,  91;  llarrisburg  Ti action  Conii'aiiy,  CS.  Of  cars 
other  than  motors  there  are  r>:M,  making  the  total  number  3,S53. 

The  total  number  of  employes  is  re]»orled  al  ^,;>U4.  of  this  number 
the  Union  Traction  Company,  of  Pliiladelphia,  has  4,00-;  tlie  Ileston- 
ville. Mnnlna  and  Fairiuouui  Passenger  Kailway  Company,  391;  tlie 
Citizens'  Traction  Company,  of  Pittsburgh,  V,Tt{);  the  Scranton  Trac- 
tion Company,  300;  Pittsburgh,  Allegheny  and  Manchester  Traction 
Company,  212.  Several  of  the  companies  failed  to  report  the  numher 
of  emplujta,  and  therefore  the  total  8,394  does  not  Include  all  the 
street  car  employes  in  the  State.

The  total  compensation  is  it-ported  at  |3,t>66JI0.12.  Some  of  the 
corpora tious  failed  to  report  a  Heparaie  amount  as  indicaiin^f  the 
total  compensation  paid  emi>luvL!s,  ilie  item  being  embraced  in  tb««» 
uiuuuut  reported  as  expendilurea  for  iuaiiitenauce  and  operations. 
What  amount  should,  therefore,  be  added  to  the  $3,666,710.12  to  show 
the  correct  amount  of  compeusation  paid  Ib  a  matter  of  conjectare. 

The  extent  of  the  street  railway  service  In  Pennfljlvania  ie  shown 
In  the  great  number  of  paiwengem  carried  during  the  ^ear,  376,502,- 
561.  These  flgnres  are  approximately  correct,  although  several  com- 
panies have  failed  to  report  the  number  of  passengers  carried. 

The  details  with  reference  to  each  road  owning  cars  and  equip- 
ment and  having  employes,  with  a  table  showing  compensation  paid 
and  the  number  of  passengers  carried,  are  given  in  table  F. 


8TBEET  RAILWAY  MILEAGB. 


The  total  mileage  of  street  railways  reporting  for  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1896,  was  1,561.87.  These  figures  may  not  be  absolutely 
correct,  but  they  aie  as  nearly  so  as  it  is  possible  to  make  them  from 
the  rettirns  received.  The  largest  mileage  operated  by  any  one  com- 
pany was  that  of  the  Union  Traction  C<niiprtny,  of  Philadelphia, 
407.92  miles.  The  Consolidated  Traction  ComiKiny,  of  Pittsburgh, 
reports  137.14  miles;  the  WilkeHBarre  and  Wyoniint^  Valley  Trac- 
tion Company  03.2('>  miles;  the  l*ennsylvania  Traction  Company,  a 
corporation  ope  rating  several  lines  in  Lancaster  count3%  59  miles; 
the  Allentown  and  Lehigh  ViiUey  Traction  Company,  45.20  miles. 
The  tendency  is  to  consolidate  the  mileage  of  the  several  street 
railways  in  municipaliti«i(8  into  one  operating  corporation.  This  is 
evidenced  in  the  formation  of  the  Union  Traction  Company,  which 
now  operates  substantially  all  the  mileage  in  the  limits  of  Philadel- 
phia, except  that  of  the  Hestonville,  Mantua  and  Fairmount  Pas- 
senger Railway.  The  lines  in  and  about  the  city  of  Scranton  are 
operated  by  and  their  mileage  included  in  the  report  of  the  Scranton 
Traction  Company.  The  same  condition  exists  with  reference  to 
many  of  the  lines  in  the  cities  of  Pittsburgh  and  Allegheny,  where 
since  April,  1896,  there  has  been  formed  the  Consolidated  Traction 
Company,  which  is  now  operating  many  subsidiary  corporations. 
The  following  companies,  however,  are  still  independent  of  this  cor- 
poration: the  Second  Avenue  Traction  Company,  the  Pittsburgh 
and  Birmingham  ThMtlon  Conpaiiy,  the  Pittsburg,  Allegheny  and 
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Manchester  Traetion  Couipanj,  and  the  Federal  Street  and  Pleasant 
Valley  Pammger  Railway. 

The  data  at  hand  to  show  the  growth  of  atreet  railway  mileage 
in  Pennsylvania  ia  not  of  the  most  positive  character.  In  1887  thjere 
were  r^orted  S19  miles;  in  1890  586  miles;  in  1895  1,309  miles ;Mn 
1896  1,561  miles.

The  income  of  aireet  railways  for  the  year  was  3!54K3«;4.883.3;i  of 
which  118,791,55.3.54  were  receipts  from  operatioiib.  Liirge  amounts 
are  repurteU  by  He\eral  corporations  ;i.s  income  from  sale  of  boiidb, 
etc.,  together  with  interest  on  uihir  boudsi  owned  and  dividends  ou 
stock,  w  hich  swell  the  income  from  other  sources  to  $2:^,573,329.79. 
Again,  it  must  bi*  admitted  that  these  figures  to  some  extent  discredit 
themselves,  but  tiic^v  arc  the  best  information  the  Bureau  has  been 
able  to  obtain.  The  total  amount  of  operating  expenses  is  reported 
at  910,621,690.78;  total  amount  of  taxes  paid,  11,183^42.58;  interest 
on  funded  indebtedness,  11,822,302.76;  rentals,  15,889,964.73;  other 
expenses  unclassilied,  117,450,190.08;  dividends,  ^,548,085.46;  or  a 
total  of  f40,515,526b3S.  A  detailed  statement  with  reference  to  each 
corporation  and  the  total  income  and  disbursements  Is  given  in  tables 
Cand  D. 


STREET  U.ULWAy  ACOIDENTiS. 


The  number  of  }>a.ssen^^ers  killed  on  the  HrriH't  railways  of  Pennsyl- 
vania du.rinir  the  year  was  Theye  ti^uiu'W  clearly  demonstrate 
the  fart  that  in  piopurtiou  to  llie  distance  carried  there  is  a  j^realer 
liability  to  accident  to  passengers  on  street  railways  than  on  ilit- 
stetim  railways.  The  number  of  passengers  killed  on  the  steam  rail- 
ways reporting  to  this  department,  with  a  mileage  of  over  ld,000, 
was  only  37.  These  figures  are  an  argument  in  favor  of  such  legis- 
lation in  regard  to  the  oik  rations  of  street  railway  as  will  reduce 
the  liability  to  accident  to  a  minimum.  There  have  been  several 

serious  accidents  during  the  year,  one  on  the  Pennsylvania  Traetion 
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Oompany,  in  LancaBter  coonly,  which  clearly  shows  that  the  equip- 
meat  of  that  corporation  was  not  in  serFicoaMe  condition,  for  had  it 
been,  the  great  \ohh  of  life  and  the  many  iiijuries  snatained  would 
not  have  occurred.  On  the  entire  ateam  railway  systr-m  of  the 
United  Staf»'8  there  were  but  834  paaaengera  injured,  while  on  less 
than  1,(>0U  miles  of  street  railway  there  were  5:^2  injured.  Among 
fmployes  there  were  10  killed  and  (»7  injur'ed.  Thei-e  is  a  vast 
difTerenrc  hetw«M'n  the  pmporfion  of  cnHtialties  lunong  passengers 
jind  finploTos  oil  sf'':)Tn  niilwMvs  nnd  the  proportion  anionp  passen- 
gers and  «'iiiploy«'.s  on  stn'«  t  niilwiiys.  Vov  iiiHtance,  on  Hh'  strep! 
railways  there  wer«»  moro  than  three  times  as  many  passcn^^ers  killed 
HH  employes,  while  on  the  steam  railways  ther(^  were  tliirleen  times 
jis  many  employes  killed  as  passengers.  These  ti},'nres  in«iieate  that 
the  danger  to  employes  on  street  railways  is  nineli  less  than  on 
steam  railways,  while  the  (lan<jei-  to  passengers  is  nnieli  <rreater. 

Tf  is  recommended  (hat  sneh  h'gislati<m  be  enacted  as  will  prohibit 
the  crossing  at  grade  of  trolley  liTi(*s  and  the  lines  of  steam  railways 
ootaide  of  municipalities.  Tt  would  probably  be  exceedingly  expensive 
to  teqaire  over  or  under  ccmatmction  within  the  limits  of  mnnidpaK; 
ties,  but  in  all  new  construction  outside  of  municipalities  the  cross- 
ing at  grade  should  be  prohibited,  and  provision  should  also  be  made 
for  the  abolishment  of  such  grade  crossings  as  now  exist  This 
could  be  done  by  a  division  of  the  exp<Mise  between  the  electric  road 
and  the  steam  road  and  the  township  or  district  where  the  orosidsg 
IS  located,  and  an  over  or  under  construction  proTided  for.  This  bt 
the  policy  that  has  prevailed  for  some  years  in  the  state  of  ftfaasa- 
ehusetts,  where  no  steam  railways  are  allowed  to  cross  at  grade 
with  electric  railways,  and  where  snch  provision  as  has  been  indi- 
cated has  been  mafle  for  the  abolishment  of  grade  crossings  o!it?;ide 
of  mnnicipalities.  Similar  provision  is  made  !n  flie  state  of  New 
York,  and  it  is  not  unreasonable  to  expect  that  legislation  of  like 
eharfirter  will  he  enacted  at  the  earliest  possible  date  in  this  Rtate. 
It  is  most  earneHtly  rerommendod  by  this  Bnrean. 

Tn  this  roiinection  it  is  proper  to  say  that  at  th  -  \;ifi<>n;il  Ton 
vention  of  Railway  Commissioners  with  the  Interstate  Commerce 
r()in mission  nt  Washington  In^^t  May.  it  was  the  unanimous  opinion 
of  the  convention  that  grade  crossings  of  steam  and  electric  railways 
outside  of  municipalities  should  be  prohibited.
